NY 1697-S* advised on 2/l6/60, that GUS HALL 
during a conversation with WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, on that 
date, stated that GENE (DENNIS) thinks he can carry on 
the political action work. FOSTER characterized DENNIS 
as being weak and indecisive. FOSTER told HALL to 
take a firm hand with GENE. HALL replied that GENE 
is not just going to float around i pick',.- his jobs 
and be sick. HALL Seated he told GENE this and, if he could 
not function he should get out of his job. FOSTER agreed 
and HALL stated that even now GENE shows signs of 
not accepting the verdict (that HALL is General Secretary).

During the week-end of March 19-20, 1960, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, 
Vice Chairman, of the Communist Party - USA (CP), was discussing a 
meeting of the Secretariat of the cp - USA held in New York City 
during the week of March 13, 1960. 

Factionalism in the National 
Leadership of the CP - USA 

LIGHTFOOT stated that there is still a lot of fighting 
and dissatisfaction within the leadership of the CP - USA. He 
stated that EUGENE DENNIS is not cooperating with the rest Of the 
persons in the leadership, and everyone is holding DENNIS responsible 
for this. LIGHTFOOT said that GUS HALL is scheduled to make the main 
report at the meeting of. the National Committee of the CP - USA, 
scheduled to be held in Chicago on March 25, 26, and 27, 1960. HALL 
is substituting for DENNIS. When HALL gave an outline of his pro- 
posed report to the Secretariat, DENNIS offered some suggestions and 
corrections. LIGHTFOOT said that' while DENNIS presented some very 
good suggestions, it illustrated that HALL and DENNIS do hot get 
together to talk these matters over in a private conversation before 
a meeting. 

Article by WILLIAM Z. FOSTER in 
Answer to an Article fry EARL BROWDER 

LIGHTFOOT said that WILLIAM Z. FOSTER has sent another 
article in to the .National Office of the CP - USA. This article 
by FOSTER is an answer to an article by EARL BROWDER which appeared 
in the March issue of "Harper's?' magazine,. LIGHTFOOT said that in 
this article FOSTER praises the services rendered to the CP - USA 
by JOSEPH STALIN.' LIGHTFOOT said that if FOSTER'S article were 
published it would constitute an expose of the CP - USA. Not only 
would it show a link between the CP -' USA and JOSEPH ST ALIN, but 
since it praises STALIN, it is contrary to the current thinking of 
the CP of the Soviet Union. LIGHTFOOT said that FOSTER'S article 
will not be printed by the National Office of the CP - USA unless 
the present form is altered. 

Proposals for the National Executive 
Committee, Scheduled to be Elected at 
the National Committee Meeting 



LIGHTFOOT stated that. the Secretariat had a list of approxi- 
mately twenty-five recommendations for membership on the National 
Executive Committee. At first, EUGENE DENNIS stated that he favored

a National Executive Committee composed of no more than thirteen 
members. Subsequently, be stated that he would go along with a 
proposal for thirteen regular and four alternate jnembers. Finally, 
th© Secretariat agreed to a list of seventeen persons to be 
recommended for membership on the National Executive Committee. 

These seventeen include the Secretariat and the national 
officers; that is:

LIGHTFOOT stated that other persons from Chicago, who were 
nominated but not included in the final list, are: FLO HALL; 
GERALDYNE LIGHTFOOT, AND MORRIS CHILDS. LIGHTFOOT said that he and 
JACK STACHEL fought for CHILDS • DENNIS spoke about CHILDS but did 
not support him vigorously. GUS HALL did not support the nomination 
for CHILDS. LIGHTFOOT commented that there may be some security 
reasons for this action Oh the part of HALL. 

LIGHTFOOT further stated that GUS HALL remarked that the 
CP may be pushing CLARENCE HATHAWAY too fast. LIGHTFOOT said that 
he could not how this statement is consistent With the fact 
that HATHAWAY was supported by the national leadership to be the 
chairman of the New York District. 

Resident National 
Executive Committee 

LIGHTFOOT- stated that there is a proposal for a Resident 
National Executive Committee which would be composed of National 
Executive Committee members f rem the New York area. The Resident, 
National Executive Committee would be composed either of seven or 
eleven members , it would meet twice a month and, in effect, would 
act to . reduce the powers of the Secretariat, which is primarily 
supposed to handle organization and hot political matters.

President o However 9 jaost of the speakers said it would be a 
difficult task and they doubted the advisability of it«

GUS HALL then proposed a National Executive Committee

Discussion ©n the Proposals lor 
the Nationa l Execut ive Committee 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN asked why she was the only 
woman nominated for the National Executive Committee. 

Someone yelled from the back of the room and asked 
why there was n© Negro woman nominated to the National Executive 
Committee, 

PAUL ROBESON j JR. asked why the National Executive 
Committee should not be composed of 12 members 9 which would 
include the Secretariat and the heads of the regions. 

ANTHONY KRCHMAREK said that he would be willing to 
step aside if DOROTHY HEALEY were added to the National 
Executive Committee. 

CARL WINTER objected to a National Executive Committee 
which would meet only once every 6 or 8 weeks , while a 
resident National Executive Committee or resident Board would 
make the actual decisions in the meantime. He stated that 
he did not want to serve on such a National Executive Committee. 
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AL RICHMOND asked why there was no representative on 
the National Executive Committee from the Southern California 
district* the second largest district in the CP* USA* 

HELEN WINTER, DOROTHY HE ALE Y, MILDRED MC ADORY and 
BETTY GANNETT were among those participating in this very long 
discussion in regard to the proposal for membership on the 
National Executive Committee 0 

Appointment of a Sub-Committee to 
Consider Criticism of the Proposal 
for, the National Executive Cospiittee 

Since the discussion was leading no where, GUS HALL 
proposed that a subcommittee be formed to review the criticism 
of the, proposal for the National Executive Committee and that 
this National Committee meeting be adjourned to allow this sub- 
committee to deliberate o HALL also ..tried to explain that if 
there are two representatives from the West Coasts it will add 
to the cost of holding meetings of the National Executive 
Committee o HALL also criticized KRCHMAREK and WINTER for 
attempting to abdicate* 

Selection of the National 
Executive Committee 

After a period of approximately one hour, the sub- 
committee returned and GUS HALL proposed that the original 
proposal for members of the National Executive Committee 
stand with the addition of DOROTHY HEALEY as a member of the 
National Executive Committee., 

There was a little discussion with ARNOLD JOHNSON 
conducting a ^filibuster and suggesting that the National 
Committee sleep on this proposal* 

However , a formal vote- was taken,, All. voted in 
favor of the proposal of the sub-committee with the exception 
of three who voted against and three who abstained. The three 
who voted against the proposal were HOMER CHASE, MILDRED 
MC ADORY and PAUL ROBESON, JR„ One of the three who abstained

Discussion 



The discussion continued with the following 
persons participating:

After an adjournment for lunch, the speakers in the 
discussion period were MIKE CRENOVICH, MORRIS CHILDS, BILL 
ALBERTSON, BY LUMER and ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN, who spoke on the 
defense of the CP 0 

MIKE CRENOVICH did something which is jrarely dOhe in 
the CPo He criticized the composition of the National Executive 
Committee after it had been approved at this meeting. He said 
that he could not return to New York and face the Cuban comrades 
in the New York District since he could not explain to them why 
a National Executive Committee of this composition had been elected 
by the National Committee. 
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Summary Report .by GPS HALL 

GUS HALL. summarized the meeting in an off the cuff 
speech. During his remarks, TOMMY DENNIS had stated that he 
had obtained subscriptions to "The Worker" by telling people 
that he was working for a prize. The prize would be a trip to 
Cuba and would go to the person who obtained the most 
subscriptions. HALL praised DENNIS and said that he thought 
that this was a very. good . idea. 

Then HALL told a story about a chef who was 
arrested in Cleveland and brought to trial because he read "The 
Worker". When the Judge asked him why he read this paper, the 
chef replied that since he was a chef, he read the paper for 
recipes* 

HALL then praised IRVING POTASH for establishing 
a Henry Winston Defense Committee in New York. He said that 
in two or three months the CP may call a national defense 'conference 

to set up a national organisation for defense. 

Next HALL said that the decision to hold the National 
Committee meeting in Chicago was a political decision. He 
joined others in thanking the Chicago comrades for providing 
housing and also for the coffee, cake, and sandwiches which were 
served during the meeting. He said that Chicago is the center 
of gravity and the center of concentration in the United States. 
He stated that the Chicago comrades had demonstrated the 
warmth the membership has for the leadership of the CP and the 
growing .confidence in the National Leadership Of the Party. He 
also praised the Chicago , comrades , for arranging some seven ' 
house ..parties, for the National Committee members on Saturday 
evening, March 26, 1960. He said that the rank and file in 
Chicago is glad because the leadership is united and the rank 
and file now has more confidence in the National Committee 
because the leadership is united, 1 

HALL stated that he has a good feeling in regard to 
the National Committee. H© said that this National 'Committee 
meeting has added to the reconstruction and the rebuilding " 
of the CP,, in the United States. This is a' result hot only 
of a* big transformation in the United States but' also of a 
transformation taking place in the CP, USA. This transformation 
has transformed the National Committee. There is a good 
spirit about Party work in this National Committee meeting. 
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There is a developing atmosphere of thinking in the National 
Committee* This is a transformed National Committee. 

Continuing HALL said, this National Committee meeting 
reflects the upsurge taking place among the masses. All 
social life in the United States is in motion. Life in the 
United States is moving very fast. We are reflecting this 
because we are a part of this development. There is a growing 
.struggle for peace and we are a part of this movement. There 
is a growing upsurge inThe labor movement and we are part of 
the cadre. There is a big movement for political action. We are 
a part of the ca$re of this movement. We are a part of the 
cadre of the Negro freedom movement. We are beginning to break 
our. past isolation from the masses. We are becoming a part 
of the movements in the United States. 

Then HALL praised the report of BEN DAVIS and the 
sub reports on the 1960 elections. 

Nestfe he talked about remolding and recasting the 
CP. He said , we should think about ourselves objectively. 
When the question of running CP candidates in 1960 for President 
and Vice President was raised in the Secretariat , it was decided 
to take a look at this problem. He, sa,id he was lqoking 
for answers. in regard to this problem and was not looking for 
snap. judgments or conclusions. 

Then HALL posed some questions which may indicate 
that sooner or later he may take off in the political direction 
of BEN DAVIS. 

HALL asked, why was it during the period of 1958-59, 
we had only one Archie Brown Political Campaign? Before that 
we only had the campaigns of ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN and BEN 
DAVIS. Can we explain that on the basis of technicalities 
(difficulties in getting on the ballot) or repression? Is 
this the real reason? There must be a deeper analysis of 
this problem,. Why is it that in the recent period there 
have been so few or no progressive candidates on the ballot? 
Why is it that we have been and are still . not. a factor in the 
primaries? 
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Then HALL said* I alone spoke about the possibility of 
presidential and vice presidential CP candidates at this meeting • 
All others at this meeting shied away from this issue. Is this 
practical for a political party? Is it a good electoral 
approach? These monstrous laws (in regard to CP candidates) 
have been on the statute books for many years 0 Why has there 
been no challenge of these old laws? 

Continuing HALL said* this meeting of the National 
Committee did not discuss an electoral platform*. We pushed 
such a discussion up to August* Maybe there is an element of 
accomodation to. the repressive laws and difficulties and this 
accomodation becomes an eixcuse for policy* Perhaps we have 
become conservative and maybe there is an element of isolation 
and self -illegal iszat ion in the Party* Perhaps a policy of 
fight is needed to rebuild the CP* Perhaps a lack of confidence 
and fear is the reason t we cannot break through our isolation* 

, At this point 9 IRVING POTASH remarked to HALL that 
he was asking too many questions* HALL continued to ask himself 
questions* He asked, is it possible that this fear or 
conservatism effects our thinking in other fields;? We are 
not following the American tradition* How long are we going 
to continue in this way? Where is the point at which we break 
with this attitude? We need to think this out* If we want to 
be honest 9 then fedirifialities are not the answer* We have to 
go deeper into this problem* 

Then HALL stated* we say we are a crusading Party, 
but we' 'have not been a crusading Party* Maybe there is 
something wrong in our. makeup* If it is x®fc our makeup 9 then 
what is it? We have indicated that we should be a Party of 
the poor* Yet some of our people are afraid to go into" slum 
areas* Why are we not a Party of the poor? Hav^.wS lost' 
contact with the poorer is \ the nature of our Party the 
cause of this? 

Here HALL temporised by saying that this and other 
questions we >are discussing should not become a matter for 
debate in our Party* 
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Continuing, he said, there i& over emphasis on the dangers 
that arise from the tactics we pursue. We must take note of 
jdaager© but they cannot be. decisive. If a political issue is 
wrong , then it can b© dangerous, but this is not true of a 
tactical mistake. 

In answering remarks of the supp@rters of the Left 
wing such as HOME CHASE, MIKE CRENOVICH, and BEN DAVIS , HALL 
said that the CP should not brand the Democratic Party as a 
war party* He said, if we d© this, then we have to brand 
people like Mrs, ELEANOR ROOSEVELT, and HUBERT HUMPHREY as 
war mongers. Furthermore, the Democratic Party is the j^rty 
of the majority in the United States, therefore, it is- not 
good t© brand it as a war party. Also it is not good 
tactics to brand the Republican Party as a war party, even 
if it has a NELSON . ROCKEFELLER, 

In regard to the Catholic issue, HALL asked, should 
the CP issue a statement that a Catholic can run for President? 
He replied, yes, but in the statement the Party issues in 
regard t® this, it should be pointed out that if a Catholic 
candidate would be a shield for reaction, then the CP would ' 
b© opposed t© such a candidate. 

In regard t© the Negro American Labor Council, he 
said that the CP should work to eliminate the anti-Communist 
clause' (this is Clause #12, which reads" "to pursue this " 
general "program, the Council will seek the active support of all 
Negro trad© unionists who are not members of the CP?) 

Concerning the CP as a Party and its cadre, BALL 
said, tfeer® is a demand for a critical evaluation of our cadre, 
the work of the cadre and the work of the committees. This 
is necessary, in order to set new standards' demanded by new 
times, W© need renewal of the .cadre. Signs indicate that .not 
all cadre can move along and accomodate to new developments. 
We have to promote those who can grow. Those who fall by the 
wayside, will have to fall. 

Parenthetically speaking, HALL was rather blunt and 
lacked tact in those remarks, which offended the older people 
and those who are ill. 
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Ne&t HALL said* we have picked up a heavy dose of 
petty bourgeois characteristics, for examples 

1) The lack of self discipline o Everyone boasts 
and talks of self * 

2) Lack of self sacrifice in time and effort on the 
part of the cadre 0 Many are prone to take the easy road. 

3) Some have become set in their ways and do not 
want to be distarbed* For eassSmple, .meetings scheduled for the 
qrapzllng do not start until lis 30 or noon* The technical 
personnel come to work at all ..hours of the day* When the 
Party was considering moving to Chicago* many said their wives 
would lose their jobs* their children would have to change 
schools* etc* Mo one mentioned the idea of self sacrifice* 

4) There is a lack of fort brightness* There is 
gossip and underhanded talk instead of Communist methods of 
putting things on tfee table* The workers ■ are not like this* 
We are too snobbish* Even though the atmosphere is improving, 
we are still too snobbish* 

Then HALL said that petty bourgeois egotism and lack 
of modesty still prevails in the lea4?rohip« We need to 
struggle against those things*" We have swallowed a big dosfe 
of subjectivity* If it were not for this* we would work much 
better* 

Concerning, the question of immediate struggles^ ^and ' 
their relation to ultimate aims* HALL said that he would 
correct the formulations in his report oh the 1960 elections in 
regard to the concept of the anti~monopoly struggle* 

Ne^t HALL asked,, how should we take this meeting 
and the 17th National Convention to our Party? He ' said months 
have gone by and he has learned that some people still do not 
know that we had a Convention*- He stated the role of the 
leadership is to mobilize the membership and to check up on the 
membership* He said that after the Seventeenth National Convention 
a membership meeting was called for him in New Tork, .and only* a 
couple of dozen people showed up for the meeting* He said^ you 
have to bring the members to meetings and there is a need to do 
this how* Outlines and articles are all right but mobilization 
is the most important thing* 
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HALL concluded by laying that this National Committee 
meeting was a big step forward and the next meeting of the 
National Committee will fo® held before September*. He said he 
feels that the >ne&t meeting @f the National Committee will be 
a high mark f« the organisation of the Party* 

Motions 

A motion to accept the general line of all reports * 
such as the reports of GUIS HALL* CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT* BEN DAVIS 
^^and PHIL BART was adopted*, although BART 9 s report was sharply 
criticised during the discussion, 

A motion to inaugurate- some activities in behalf of 
the "sit downs" in southern * lunch counters and to consider 
Negroes arrested in connection with these" sit downs" as 
political prisoners was approved* 

A motion that the Secretariat and the National Executive 
Committee institute schools for cadre was approved* In this 
connection* a full time school will open on the West Coast, 
possibly in Southern. California* soon<> • 

A motion by ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN that every large 
district set up a Party or non-Party defense organization 
was adoptedo This is a repeat of a similar motion adopted 
sometime ago 0 While the leadership was toying with the idea 
of establishing a national defense organization at this meeting* 
it never came up for consideration ■ 
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COMMENTS 

Prior to the National Committee meeting , GUS HALL was 
fighting against a proposal by BEN DAVIS that EUGENE DENNIS he 
given a leave of absence or be removed as chairman of the 
CP„ USA 9 because of illness* 

During the meeting of the National Committee, FRED 
BLAIR, who is sympathetic to the policies of DENNIS s unintentionally 
played into the hands of DAVIS and his supporters by asking 
why DENNIS has not been given a leave of absence « 

Also during the meeting of the National Committee , 
[^PHIL BART teleph©nically contacted PEGGY DENNIS and learned 
^ that there has been a significant change in DENNIS ' cardiogram 
and that he is seriously ill» 

While the National Committee elected the National 
Executive Committee 9 it did not decide whether or not there 
will be a resident National Executive Committee or resident 
Board. Thus, it is possible that there will not be a resident 
National Executive Committee,, On the other hand, there may 
be a resident National Executive Committee and the Secretariat 
may be abolished,, This problem was not solved in the National 
Committee meeting. 

If the Secretariat reaasa&ns in power, then a majority 
of the Secretariat will still control Party policy* If HALL 
goes along with the majority, then there may be no significant 
changes in policy. But if the Left, as" represented by FOSTER 
and DAVIS, succeeds in removing DENNIS and filling bis post 
with someone else s and if HALL compromises with DAVIS, then 
there will be significant change© in Party policy. 

Among the leading people in the leadership , there is 
some concern about the present situation. They think that 
DENNIS is finished physically. If this is true 9 he is finished 
politically. These game people are not to© sure of GUS HALL. 
They are not certain about who he will turn, to for, support., - 
If he looks' to BEN DAVIS for support, then the fight in the 
Party will start all over again. Among those to express these 
opinions were JIM JACKSON, JACK STACHEL, MORRIS CHXLDS, 
PHIL BART, BETTY GANNETT and ELIZABETH GDRLEY FLVNN. 
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It is the ©pinion of this reporter that HALL will not 
turn to DAVIS o It is believed that what HALL is looking for 
is approval or acceptance of his leadership by some of the 
older people in the leadership. HALL. said that he is tired of- 
holding the hands of sick people whether it is a FOSTER or 
a DENNIS* It is believed that HALL Will move toward the Left, 
but. he will still have to rely on people like LUMER, WINTER, 
, STACHEL, JACKSON, LIGHTFOOT and HEALEY. 

BEN DAVIS is clinging to HALL. He stayed with HALL 
at the Midwest Hotel in Chicago. He has moved his desk into 
the office of HALL in the National Office of the CP, USA. Yet 
HALL regards DAVIS as an opportunist. Many people believe 
that if DAVIS does not stay in the limelight, he willJeave the 
CP in a couple of years and certainly would do so if he could 
start a movement in New York like that of ADAM CLAYTON POWELL. 

HALL needs JACKSON and LIGHTFOOT to offset DAVIS. 
He needs the political savvy of STACHEL and LUMER, but they 
will have to acknowledge his leadership. LUMER and HALL are 
not as friendly as they. have been in the past. HALL shoots 
from the hip while DENNIS is : - extremely cautious. 

MICKEY LIMA is under some suspicion* He played no 
role in this meeting of the National Committee. He is 
accused Of playing a compromising role in the Convention of the 
Northern California District. In the past, he has been criticized 
for not socializing with other National Committee members at 
the end of sessions of the National Committee in New York. 

In regard to the criticism of the composition of the 
National Executive Committee by MIKE CRENOVIGH, BILL ALBERTSON 
; attempted to answer him in the discussion period. Later when 
HALL was asked why ho did not answer CRENOVIGH, he replied 
that CRENOVIGH is" small potatoes and we will have to get rid of 
^him M i PHIL BART, JACK STACHEL and JIM JACKSON said they are 
suspicious of CRENOVIGH. They explained that he was elected 
to the National Committee because it was thought that he is a 
Cuban but he is a Venezuelan or Argentinian of Slavic descent. 

When someone raised the question at the meeting as to 
whether it was advisable for JIM JACKSON to be. the editor of 
•♦The Worker" and in charge of the South, JACKSON was heard 
to comment that they would take the South away from him over his 
dead body and that he wants to hold on to the South. 



The case of HENRY WINSTON was used to arouse the 
National Committee members emotionally. It was stated that 
this case has taken on international proportions on a large 
scale. It has been the subject of stories, broadcasts, and 
newscasts in the socialist countries. Through efforts of 
WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, it was .front page news in the "London 
Daily Worker" and "L'Humanite" in Paris. There were citations 
from judges who said that the treatment of WINSTON is in 
violation of constitutional provisions against cruel and inhuman 
punishment of prisoners. The case of WINSTON was linked up with 
the treatment of Negroes in the South. That is, it was stated 
that WINSTON is being punished not only because he is a 
Communist, but because he is a Negro. 

The next meeting of the National Committee will 
probably not take place before September. It will probably 
occur in New York City, although Cleveland is a possibility. 

On March 28, 1960, GUS HALL was editing his report 
on the 1960 elections. In this report, he had some formulations 
which people like CARL WINTER and obliquely BEN DAVIS, took 
exception to. HALL created an illusion that it is not 
necessary to have a peoples government or an anti-monopoly 
government since trusts can be~heaten before this stage is 
reached. While the new thesis in "Foundations of Marxisms- 
Leninism" states that this is a possibility, it does not 
place it as emphatically as did HALL. 
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Marsh 28 , 1960 

It has been learned that during the meeting of the 
National Committee of the Communist Party (CP) , USA, held in 
Chicago, Illinois, from March 25 through 27, 1960, MORRIS 
CHILDS and JACK KLING, members of the National Appeals Committee 
of the CP, USA, asked certain members of the National Committee 
for their biographies* CHILDS and- SLING were asking on instructions 
of the Secretariat of the CP, USA, and limited their inquiries 
mainly to members of the National Committee who reside outside 
the New York City area, since the National Office will obtain 
the biographies for these persons. These biographies will be 
turned oyer to GUS HALL and PHIL BART for review and typing. 
Most of them are presently In the possession <&f JACK KLING. 
One copy of the . biographies of all National Committee members 
will eventually be given to MORRIS CHILDS, Secretary of the 
National Appeals Committee of the CP, USA.

It was agreed: at this meeting that with the transfer 
of many meat pmfclmg f&dliti^ to other cities such as Omaha, 
Chicago is no . linger the , meat packing center in the United 
States.

On 4/4/60, NY 2359-S* advised that a meeting of 
the CP, USA Secretariat and invited guests was held in 
CP Headquarters, NYC, on that date. GUS HALL was Chairman 
and among those in attendance were:

At the outset, GUS HALL mentioned that JOHN ABT 
had had a heart attack and that JIM JACKSON* s mother had died. 

The first item on the agenda was a discussion of-.'. 
steps to be taken as a follow-up to the recent National 
Committee (NC) meeting. v GUS .HALL, as the first speaker, 
stressed the importance of getting the contents of the 
proceedings of the NC meeting to the Party members as 
quickly as possible. He said that it is a question of 
Reporting the proceedings b£ this meeting in such a way 
as to raise the Party to a new level of basic understanding 
and enthusiasm. . According to HALL, the NC meeting had 
made definite accomplishments and laid the basis for work 

, , i u i ■ ■ ■ 7" ■ i " ■ " "' " ' ' ' ' 
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in many directions. He said that there must be one line, 
one outlook and one way of reporting, HALL proposed that 
April 15th to May 15th be set aside as the period during 
which full reports on this meeting are to be given to* the 
clubs. He noted that there has been a suggestion that the 
report of the proceedings at the NC meeting be put out in a 
pamphlet and that this be done quicMy. HALL mentioned 
that it was generally agreed that "Party Affairs" be 
re-established. As a further step, HALL suggested that 
consideration be given to making a two-hour tape of 
proceedings at the NC meeting which could then be used by 
the various clubs as a basis for discussion. 

HALL felt that consideration should be given to 
addressing a letter in the form of a leaflet to the trade 
union membership or workers generally, discussing the 
forthcoming labor conference and its implications. 

WILL WEINSTONE said that the momentum which 
got underway at the National Convention has been lost due 
to the fact that it was not followed up. He said that to 
move the masses, it is necessary to mobilize the Party. He 
felt that in order to bring about mobilization of both the 
leadership and the Party, use of the press is important. 
WEINSTONE proposed that the next issue of "Political Affairs" 
should be a "National Committee issue". WEINSTONE commented 
that BEN's (DAVIS) report (at the NC meeting) was very 
powerful and should be placed in the hands of Negro trade 
unionists. He was in agreement with the suggestion that a 
leaflet be prepared and circulated to the trade union 
movement . 

WEINSTONE mentioned the Negro struggle and said 
attention should be given to the South African, situation, 
and all forms of mass actions should be mobilized around this . 
He felt that BEN DAVIS should make a tour of "main centers, 
contacting Negro leaders, etc. , and re-establishing a policy 
in which the Party, through its leadership, speaks out. 
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BETTY GANNETT said that assignments Should be 
made for the writing of shorter articles, and she remarked, 
"The Party can absorb Just so much." 

ARNOLD JOHNSON said that he thought the value of 
time was being underestimated and he stressed the importance 
of auicHy dealing with current issues, such as the election 
campaign, by the issuance of leaflets promptly when the 
issues arise. JOHNSON also favored the publication of more 
material in "Party Affairs" with an outward approach for 
consumption by the masses. He said that any literature 
should emphasize that the NC meeting was "a positive 
development . " 

JACK STACHEL was in general agreement with 
ARNOLD JOHNSON, In addition, he proposed that the speeches 
of GUS HALL and BEN DAVIS, made at the NC meeting in Chicago, 
be published in "The Worker" as quicikly as possible. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY said that the problem of publicizing 
the National Convention and National Committee meeting 
"depends on our ability to deal with them in relation to 
current events." He continued that there should be less 
delay in bringing top-level Party decisions down to the 
membership. According to HATHAWAY, a way must be found 
through the Party press to enable the Party to contmuosly 
present the line of the Convention and the NC meeting in 
terms of what is taking place on a week-to<-week basis. 

With respect to the Wisconsin primaries (4/5/60), 
HATHAWAY suggested that "The Worker" prepare and publish 
an interview with GUS HALL on the significance of these 
primaries in terms of the decisions of the NC meeting 
and the National Convention. 

HATHAWAY spoke of the possibility of developing 
the positive line of struggle in the trade union movement, 
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noting that, in his opinion, GEORGE MORRIS* articles on 
the question pf peace and the Meany conference are not 
sufficient in that they fail to reflect the line of the 
(National) Convention and the NC. HATHAWAY described 
"Party Affairs" and "Political Affairs v as being a "burial" 
ground" for Party speeches and reports. According to 
HATHAWAY, Party speeches and reports tend to cover too wide 
an area, and thereby are too sketchy. He said specific 
areas should be selected and written about in order to 
enable Party members to understand issues more clearly. 

ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG was in favor of publishing the 
reports of GUS HALL and BEN DAVIS and was also in agreement 
that a (political) letter be gotten out immediately addressed 
to the trade unionists. 

PHIL BART stated that the "heart of the problem" 
regarding the Party clubs is, "What is the national leadership 
doing to help the clubs ... so that they can stand politically 
on their feet?" He noted that it is a problem as to how to 
hand down Party directions to the clubs. With respect to 
"Party Affairs", BART suggested that he, JACK (STACHEL) 
and HY(LUMER) be charged with preparing a page or two on 
Party activities. BART was in agreement with the suggestion 
that a letter be sent to the trade unions. He mentioned 
that he had discussed with SI (GERSON) the possibility of 
sponsoring on Radio Station WBAI and "some others" a 
"symposium on either part of the report (HALL's) or on 
some special material prepared for the program." 

BEN DAVIS praised the high morale of the Party 
clubs in Chicago and said that New York and the whole Party 
could profit by following Chicago's example. He condemned 
the "petty bourgeoise attitude" that exists in New York. 
DAVIS remarked that every member of the NC should have the 
responsibility of speaking to some segment of the Party, 
for example, in Industry, Harlem, Brooklyn or some other area. 
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He said that BILL (ALBERTSON) should work out a schedule 
for the Party leaders to cover meetings within the time 
set by GUS HALL (April 15th to May 15th) and at these 
meetings, the Party leaders should fight for the line of 
the NC. DAVIS proposed that every comrade on the paper 
("The Worker") be given a copy of GUS HALL*s speech, 
as well as his own speech (at the NC meeting) so that they 
can relate these speeches to their writing. 

DAVIS complained that he was embarrassed by the 
fact that he has been in picket lines that the Party has 
not been supporting sufficiently and that this failure 
on the part of the Party to make an adequate contribution 
is injurious to its "united front effort". According to 
DAVIS, he had attended some meetings where the speaker 
was ADAM CLAYTON POWELL and others where the speaker was 
MARTIN LUTHER KING, and had noted that there were only 
one or two Party people at these meetings. 

DAVIS said that the Negro liberation struggle 
and the anti-monopoly coalition struggle are merging. 
He observed that ADAM CLAYTON POWELL has pointed out the 
conflict of interest of ROCKEFELLER'S holdings and has also 
been critical of the U.S. Government for lending $120,000,000 
to the South African Government, which money is being used 
for arms. 

DAVIS suggested that the Party urge the boycotting 
of the First National City Bank of New York because that 
bank finances the purchase of lobster-tails from South Africa. 

WILLIAM ALBERTSON said that the Party leaders 
who speak to clubs should "concretize the meat of the /National 
Committee meeting, " for the benefit of the clubs and not 
just present the line of the NC to the clubs. He suggested / 
that the Party leaders explain national issues to club members 
to help mobilize them for the June primaries. He further 
proposed that a discussion guide be prepared to be used 
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by Party leaders in making their reports to the clubs 
to insure that all the major issues are covered and to 
prevent indi^iidual leaders from confining their reports 
to the issues which they personally consider most important. 

GUS HALL said that every club in the Party must 
fill out a questionnaire. 

There followed discussion concerning the formation 
of a committee. The informant was unable to determine the 
purpose of this committee but judging by the individuals 
suggested, it appears that the coqmittee may have, .been 
proposed to prepare the letter to the . labor. movement 
suggested earlier in the meeting by GUS HALL, The persons 
suggested for the committee were WILL WEINSTONE, IRVING 
(POTASH) and GEORGE MORRIS) 

Meeting adjourned.

"The following report concerns activities which went on 
at the third session of the CP National Committee 
meetings held March 27, I960, at the Midwest Hotel, 
Chicago, Illinois. b D 

At about 8:05 AM, GUS HALL, General Secretary of the CP, 
USA, called the meeting to order. A white man, who was 
a cripple, then took over as chairman for the morning 
session. 

f PHIL BART then gave the organizational report. He 
.* said there was an urgent need for more CP clubs to be 
set up and in operation. BART said that all clubs 
should start working on the i960 elections, and that 
it was vitally Important for all CP districts to hold 
meetings immediately following the National Committee 
meetings to bring out matters discussed on a national 
level. BART said that all CP members should start to 
work on recruiting and attempt to bring not only former 
CP members back but also approach people who had never 
, been in the CP before. He urged the clubs to utilize 
and to distribute more CP literature. 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK then talked about The Worker subscription 
and fund drives. He pointed out that although each area 
had its quota, none of the areas was meeting the quota 
either in funds or subscriptions. WEINSTOCK pointed out 
that for the paper to function, a great amount of money 
was needed, 

PHIL BART then stated that originally the Party planned 
to give a book of cartoons which had appeared in The 
Worker in the past with each new subscription to The 
Worker, but the cost is so great the cartoons would only 
be handed but to persons contributing five dollars or more. 

At about 11:45 AM, DAVlS halted the proceedings, and everyone 
present had coffee and buns. 

DAVIS then said to JACOB GREEN, National Committee member 
from Baltimore, Maryland, that he was thinking of placing 



• 



the young Negro woman from New York about whom they 
had held a conversation the previous day as chairman 
for the afternoon session. #REEN said that was up to 
DAVIS. DAVIS then approached her, and she accepted. b7D 

During the afternoon session, which followed the break, 
BART's and WEINSTOCK 1 s reports were discussed. 

At about 1:00 PM, HALL got up and pointed out that the 
meeting had to end at 2:00 PM, and that there were a 
number of persons still ^oh the list to speak. 

PETTIS PERRY and several' others then withdrew their 
requests for a chance to speak. 

The discussion continued until about 1:45 PM, at which 
time HALL took over and made the final speech of the 
meeting. He urged all National Committee members to 
return to their areas and get the Party moving along 
the lines laid down by this meeting and the 17th national 
CP convention. He pointed out that as a result of these 
two meetings, it was clear that the Party had one line 
and one policy and was in a position to move out of 
isolation. He said that all CP members would have to 
start working among the masses. He said that although 
white chauvinism was present within the Party, it would 
be dealt with as it arose. He urged that the drive for 
Worker funds and subscriptions be kept up. 

At about 2:25 PM, after HALL finished, at the request 

of BEN DAVIS, the chairman asked for a motion to accept 

all the reports given. This was done and passed unanimously. 

The meeting ended at 2:30 PM."

ELYNN told the group that a Negro comrade, who had 
attended the 17th national CP convention and who was 
from the South, had passed away. She asked everyone 
to stand for a moment of silence. This was done. 

PLYNN then asked a woman whom she announced as the 
Co-Chairman of the CP in Chicago to speak. This person 
then welcomed the group. 

GUS HALL then presented the agenda, which was as follows: 

1. A report by HALL on the coming i960 elections 
throughout the United States, to be , followed fry 
discussion, which was to take place

demonstrations set up by Negro students in the 
South j and, if time left over, an organizational 
report . 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK then asked as to time to be given to The 
Worker report. HALL said that he would have his opportunity. 

HALL then said that the third point on the agenda would 
be the ele ction of Nationa l Executive Committee (NEC) 
members on l 1 to be followed by miscellaneous 

reports. The agenda was accepted. 



HALL then talked for about an hour and a half with regard 
to the coming i960 elections. He said that the Party in

all districts should select the individual candidate, 
regardless of his political background, who best repre- 
sented the working class people. He pointed out that 
both NIXON and KENNEDY did not represent labor, and warned 
that reactionary forces in both the Democratic and 
Republican Parties were working against the labor movement. 
He said, however, that occasionally candidates for office 
who were labeled Republicans or Democrats were favorable 
toward labor and should be supported. 

HALL then said that several CP districts had raised questions 
about running CP candidates for office, and had also asked 
as to whether they should support independent candidates. 
HALL said that wherever an independent candidate ran 
for office and spoke for both peace and labor, he should 
be supported. HALL stated that as to CP candidates, 
each district would have to check and determine for itself 
as to how the Party could be placed on the ballot. 

HALL then commented that wherever Negro candidates ran for 
office, they should be supported wherever possible. 

CLAUDE LIGHTEOOT then spoke on the struggle for Negro rights. 
He pointed out that the CP had set up a National Negro 
Commission! and that, although there were differences 
between himself and BEN DAVIS, the CP planned to generate 
activity in that field. LIGHTFOOT mentioned that Negro 
students had demonstrated and were demonstrating in the 
South to end segregation, particularly with regard to 
eating places. He stated that the Party should support 
Negro candidates for political office whenever they ran. 
He spoke briefly on the Negro resolution which had been 
passed at the 17th national CP convention. He also stated 
that he was responsible for setting up voters leagues 
which were to penetrate all communities throughout the 
United States and which would support both progressive 
and Negro candidates for office. 

DOROTHY HEALEY then spoke as the California representative. 
She said the Party in that area had been trying to get 
Negro candidates to run for office, but that it had 
been difficult since after being contacted they demanded 
some assurance that the Party would guarantee their being 
elected. She said also that the financial situation 
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was difficult. She mentioned that there was a split 
between the Negro and Mexican National groups politically, 
but that an organization had been created which was trying 
to unite these peoples. She also mentioned that the Party 
was giving all-out support to political candidates who 
were for peace and labor. 

An unknown white man from Wisconsin then stated that in 
his area attempts had been made to get CP candidates to 
man for office but that since they needed many hundreds 
of signatures, they did not know whether they would be 
successful. He said the situation in Wisconsin, and 
especially in Milwaukee, was not too favorable for the 
CP, and that it was hard to get public support. 

The unknown white man said that the Party in Wisconsin 
was in the process of discussing the merits of the various 
candidates for political office and deciding on whom to 
support. He said that if WAYNE MORSE ran for President, 
the Party would probably support him since he was for 
both peace and labor. 

The assembly broke up at 3:00 PM for lunch, and PETTIS 
PERRY then took over as chairman for the afternoon session. 

JIM WEST from Illinois then said that the Party in his 
area was trying to play a role in the i960 elections. 
He said CP members were going into Negro communities 
and trying to persuade Negroes to run for political office. 
He, like HEAEEY, pointed out that these persons approached 
asked for some assurance of success before they ran 
and this even though they were running as independent 
candidates . 

ARNOLD JOHNSON then reported on the situation in New York. 
He said the Party was playing a- big role in mobilizing 
forces to back progressive candidates. He said the CP 
was mobilizing the Negro people and trying to persuade 
Negro candidates to run for office since the Negro people 
needed representation. He pointed out that the Party 
could not support a CP candidate in New York during the 
coming year because there wasn't enough time to get 
signatures to put them on the ballot. JOHNSON said 
that BEN DAVIS had been a major factor in the success 
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of ADM CLAYTON POWELL 1 s running for office in New York 
City. He stated that POWELL would never have gotten to 
first base without DAVIS. He pointed out that POWELL 
did not go out and visit slum areas , but that DAVIS had 
done that job. JOHNSON also pointed out that the Party 
had to penetrate such Negro organizations as the newly 
formed American Negro Labor Council, and, through them, 
generate activity in support of any progressive candidates 
who would support labor and equal rights for Negroes. 

Thereafter, up until about 9:20 PM, people from various 
areas throughout the United States discussed the reports 
made or made brief mention of activities within their 
areas . 

At about 9:20 PM, GUS HALL suggested that they close 
the meeting down at 9:30 PM and that the persons who 
still wished to speak on the I960 elections would be 
permitted to talk the following morning. This was 
approved, and the meeting ended at 9:30 PM."

On 3/17/60, NY 2858-S* advised that on above date 
an informal discussion took place in the office occupied 
by PHIL BART at CP Headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, New 
York City, between BART and CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT. 

According to the informant, the discussion pertained 
to a trip LIGHTFOOT is making to the West Coast. It was 
stated that LIGHTFOOT would be in Los Angeles on April 30, 
and is to speak there that evening. LIGHTFOOT will then go 
to San Francisco on May 1, and possibly have a meeting there 
after which he will return to Los Angeles to remain for three 
additional days. It was indicated that LIGHTFOOT would 
probably leave on this trip from Chicago on April 27. 

LIGHTFOOT asked BART for $300 as a personal 
advance on the budget and BART said there would be no 
problem in that. 
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Continuing, BART remarked to LIGHTFOOT that he 
haS worked three days on the report concerning Party clubs 
BART then indicated the re-establishment of an organization 
in Denver. . . and said that he had received a letter from 
New Mexico from a Mexican-American who was in the Party 
years ago and who wishes to come back. ..and re-establish 
the Party. BART said "I" think we must work out some 
system of contact. 

LIGHTFOOT said that he has two or three projects 
to work on in the future 3 one of them being the NAACP 
convention. LIGHTFOOT then utilized the added security 
of the blackboard but this information was not available 
to the informant. 

The above is set out for informational purposes. 
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On 3/29/60, NY 2353-S* advised that on that date, 
WILLIAM Z. POSTER contacted ARNOLD JOHNSON at CP Headquarters, 
23 West 26th Street, NYC. POSTER asked about what happened 
in Chicago (the CP, USA National Committee Meeting) and 
JOHNSON replied that it had been a good meeting with some 
points of difference that had not been as rough as it ought 
to have been except on the separate candidate business. 
ARNOLD said that G-US (HALL) included that and emphasized; it - as 
being '.'more* than just a technical thing. JOHNSON said it was 
not decided one way or another and if it had come to a decision 
there it would perhaps have been argued down. He said it was 
left open for the NEC to continue to explore and -to. find- 
out what else needs to be done in that point. 

JOHNSON said that that was not the satisfactory- 
point. -of the meeting and he felt the more satisfactory points, 
of the meeting were the main reports. He said that GUS (HALL) 
gave a good fighting kind of a report on the whole and that 
BEN (DAVIS) gave a very hard hitting report on the upsurge of 
the Negro people. He said that GUS's report is supposed to be 
mimeographed within a day or so and he would like FOSTER to 
read it so as not to get anyone's personal variation. 

JOHNSON said there were some differences on the 
question of the election of the NEC and he didn't feel 
satisfied with it at all. He said it got to be a big "business" 
of 18 people. JOHNSON said that up until now there had only 
been a Secretariat of five but now there will be a NEC in 
addition to that. 

FOSTER asked about the composition of the NEC and 
JOHNSON replied that it would be a matter of opinion and that 
he personally was not satisfied with it. JOHNSON said that the 
NEC it practically an all functionary crowd and he could not see 
that the political composition was one that had been given the most 
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careful thought. He said he had voted for it because there 
was nothing else to vote for^, but that he had argued against 

POSTER asked if (HERBERT) APTHEKER was on it and 
JOHNSON replied in the negative. 

JOHNSON said that it consisted of all the Secretariat 
and officers, which made a total of seven, the functionaries 
here (in New York), which included IRVING (POTASH). PHIL BART, 
JACK STACHEL and then the District Organizers. 

POSTER asked if all the District Organizers were 
elected and JOHNSON replied that not quite all of them were 
elected . He said that CLARENCE (HATHAWAY} from New York, 
(ANTHONY) KRCHMAREKy TOM DENNIS from Michigan, JIM WEST from 
Chicago, MICKEYLIMA from Northern California, DOROTHY HEALEY 
from Southern California, and CARL WINTER.

POSTER then asked fbtf information about the elections 
since he understood the main thing they went to Chicago for 
was to establish an election policy. 

JOHNSON said that California had come in united and 
proposed a national slate of party candidates including party 
candidates for President and Vice-President. JOHNSON stated 
the silly thing was that the majority of New York was against 
it and when it came to the actual discussion, the rest of the 
States were very luke-warm, if anything, for it. JOHNSON 
paid ohat both GUS (HALL) and BEN (DAVIS ) spoke in favor of 
having party candidates. He said that no vote was taken on the 
question but at the NY discussion held in the evening he (JOHNSON) 
was rather surprised to find that the only ones who were for 
it were himself, MIKE (CRENOVICH), PAUL (ROBESON) and MILLIE 
(MC ADORY).

On 3/18/60, NY 2359-S* advised that a brief 
meeting was held on the above date in the third floor 
board room, CP Headquarters, NYC. In attendance were 
EUGENE DENNIS, GUS HALL, BEN DAVIS, JR., HY LUMeR, PHIL 
&RT and CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT. 

GUS HALL opened discussion and stated that the 
Secretariat ^lould function on immediate questions but 
that there has to be a political body that meets more 
often. He said there should be a resident body that meets 
every two weeks and those that are not resident should 
come in (apparently NY) every six weeks for meeting. 
He said this body should consist of 17 members, eleven residents 
and six non-residents. (It is believed that the term 
resident applies to NY). Informant advised that HALL then 
utilized the added security of the blackboard to list individuals 
for the NEC. ' 

BEN DAVIS , JR. stated that the NEC should cover all 
areas of the Party and that NEC members should be responsible 
for carrying out the will and policy of the National 
Committee . 

DAVIS then listed the following people (It was informant's 
belief that these were DAVIS 1 choice for an NEC):

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Continuing 9 DAVIS said that he did not have 
JACK (STACHEL) and then added JIM (JACKSON?) and "I" 
could be responsible for the South. DAVIS further 
remarked that as to JACK (STACHEL? ), responsibility for 
nationality groups is very important work but should 
not have the same kind of priority as other tasks and 
responsibilities that other conrades have. 

CLAUDE LIGH'TFOOT spoke and expressed concern that 
the Secretariat would usurp the duties of the NEC, He 
said the Party Commissions could perform the administrative 
functions of the Secretariat and LICHTFOOT questioned the 
necessity of having a Secretariat, 

HY LUMER apparently in answer to LIGHTFOOT said 
that in his opinion a Secretariat was necessary. He 
said that when the Party had a resident NEC it was confronted 
with a host of problems that needed handling on a day- 
to-day basis and that a Secretariat is needed for that 
purpose. 

BEN DAVIS spoke again and stated that the Secretariat 
is very necessary from the point of view of establishing 
Party control and policy.. 
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On 4/13/60, NY 2359-S* advised that on above 
date , a meeting of the CP National Secretariat and invited 
guests was held in the 3rd floor board room at CP 
Headquarters, NYC, on that date. GUS HALL acted as 
chairman of the meeting and the following were believed 
in attendance:

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GUS HALL gave the agenda as follows: 

1. New Jersey 

2. Methods of Work 

3. South Africa 

4. Meeting dates for the NEC 

GUS HALL spoke first regarding. New Jersey 
and said that under (PAT) TOOHEY's leadership , the 
situation in N.J. has become consolidated and at 
present, membership is not decreasing. HALL said that 
as a result of TOOHEY's health, the amount of work he 
can do is limited and accordingly it is suggested that 
IRVING GOFF be given a leadership position in N.J.., 
possibly as Executive Secretary with TOOHEY remaining as 
State Chairman. 

HALL said that TOOHEY's abilities could be 
utilized in the field of Latin - American matters. 

PAT TOOHEY stressed the importance of having 
discussions between the National leadership and the 
New Jersey comrades concerning current problems in N.J. 
TOOHEY claimed that a lot of damage had been caused by 
MARTHA STONE and her associates. 

TOOHEY in speaking of problems concerning 
individual comrades, characterized JOE (BRANDT?) as 
negative, inadequate and of no help to the Party. 
TOOHEY indicated that he was in favor of a change in 
the N.J.. leadership and that he (TOOHEY) Will help as 
best he can with whomever is brought in. 

BEN DAVIS, Jr. suggested that PAT TOOHEY submit 
an article for "Political Affairs" regarding ' the 
damage done to the N*J. Party. DAVIS said TOOHEY 
deserves a big hand for the job he has done and steps 
should be made to. bring back to the Party certain 
individuals who have left the Party. 
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GUS HALL spoke regarding methods of work and 
said' the following five points should be considered: 

1. Relationship of top leadership to the 
membership . 

2. Long range planning. 

3. Factionalism. 

4. piscussion without tensions. 

5. Leadership by conviction. 

HALL said the Party has established the right 
of the National leadership to interfere and inject 
itself into problems of the Party regardless of the level 
or the problems. HALL said there is a growing respect 
and confidence in the leadership. HALL said it is also 
the responsibility of the National leadership not to 
enter into any kind of criticism without the district 
leadership being present. 

Continuing, HALL said regarding factionalism, 
that- the Party must declare now that factionalism is over 
because there is no political basis for it and ,l we n 
will not permit factionalism. HALL said the comrades are 
free to express criticism, but they must be retrained on 
what is constructive criticism and what is destructive 
criticism. fife said the Party must learn the art of 
self-control. 

JACK STACHEL made a motion to endorse all 
five points of HALL'S speech. He said the mpst 
important contribution leadership can make is tp set 
an example for the masses. 
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JAMES JACKSON- also expressed agreement with HALL'S 
report and expressed the need for a collective exchange 
of ideas. 

WILL WEINSTONE expressed concern over the 
loss of long time comrades from the Party., as well 
as the need to overcome certain basic weaknesses of 
the Party. He also spoke of the need for collective 
work and said that important decisions should be decided 
collectively. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN stated that "our" 
relations were closer than that of a family and that 
respect and consideration for each other is important., 
however, it is necessary that "we" be completely frank 
with each other. PLYNN said "we" should talk things 
out thoroughly as was done in the old fashioned board 
meetings . 

HY LUMER stated that there are hang-overs 
of previous factional struggles which are responsible 
in a large measure for some of the developments now 
faced by the Party. He stressed the need of giving 
deliberate and systematic attention to the Party's 
own collective theoretical study. 

An individual whose identity was not known 
to the informant (possibly MORRIS CHILDS) commented 
that things have to stand up on the basis of objective 
facts and it is as necessary to distinguish between 
principle and opinion as it is to distinguish between 
deviation and mistake. He agreed with GUS HALL "100$" 
that if the Party does not erase the last vestiges 
of factionalism, it is' in for a lot of trouble. He 
continued that the Party must develop comradeship in 
its dealings, commenting that "while the Party is the 
exponent of the most humanistic philosophy in the world, 
in certain situations it does not even exhibit esprit 
de corps." 
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IRVING POTASH agreed that the points raised 
by GtJS HALL are important and that in the period of 
big developments which lie ahead, the Party must pull 
together in every way possible and be geared to play 
its vanguard role. He added that with factional habits 
there can be no "collectivity 11 in Party work, POTASH 
called upon the leadership to set a good example in this 
matter which could be followed by the rest of the Party, 

PAT TOOHEY said that it is necessary to have 
a joint effort put forth by the National and State 
comrades to establish an authority of leadership which 
will not be abused* 

ARNOLD JOHNSON stated that differences should 
be ironed out on the basis of comradeship rather than 
on the basis of unjust political characterizations wherein 
conclusions are arrived at without arguments ♦ He called 
for the re-establishment in the Party of methods of self- 
criticism. 

There followed a general discussion concerning 
the five points previously raised by GUS HALL concerning 
methods of i*ork. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY said he would invite the 
participation of every member of the NC in the work of 
the district • 

An individual believed to be DANNY RUBIN said 
that the biggest pomplaint of the rank and file Party 
members is the failure of National leaders to listen 
seriously to their problems* 

JACK STACHEL suggested that GUS HALL's remarks 
on the method, of work be published in n Political Affairs" 
in order to let the whole Party know the attitude of 
the ieadership on these questions • 
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IRVING POTASH stated he didn't think such an 
article was sufficient s but favored rather a memorandum 
of decision which would be sent to the clubs 9 sections 9 
counties and states in order to have it read to the 
membership, as a concrete decision of the Secretariat. 

HY LUMER favored both a memo and an article 
in "Political Affairs," 

JAMES JACKSON said he was for a "saturation- 
technique" with publication in "Political Affairs" and 
"Party Voice" as well as the issuance of a memo. 

It was generally agreed that decisions on 
method of work be published as soon as possible • 

JAMES JACKSON then reported on the South 
African situation. According to JACKSON, the recent 
developments in South Africa have been accumulating 
over a period of years and the ruling government has 
a Nazi orientation. The events sinae March 31st have 
revealed (l) the sheer fatality and fascist character of 
the government and (2) the strength of the African 
liberation movement. He continued that the struggle is 
mainly one between the liberation movement and the 
government forces although the attempted assassination 
shows a decided rift among the white forces. He remarked, 
that $ in his opinion, this was the first phase of the 
inevitable civil war that will be pursued by military 
means until its objectives are achieved. 

JACKSON said that the Party 1 s role in this situation 
should be one of promoting an effective public relations 
Job to support sanctions against the South African government. 
He likened the movement in South Africa to the Civil War 
in Spain. He said it is necessary for the Party to get 
detailed facts on agencies Involved and what is being 
done in order to relate this to the Party v s situation on g. 
long term basis* 
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IRVING POTASH proposed that "The Worker" make 
the rounds of the Trade Union leaders for statements 
relative to the South African situation. He further 
proposed that a statement be issued denying events in 
South Africa and the Southern U.S. were Communist inspired, 
but at the same time stating that those who attribute these 
events to the CP "are paying us a great honor by identifying 
us with this Movement". 

BEN DAVIS proposed a statement be issued along 
the lines of JACKSON'S report and a committee of JIM 
(JACKSON), BEN (DAVIS) and any others needed be set to 
work out the details and work closely with New York State. 

GUS HALL appointed POTASH and JOHNSON to this 
committee. HALL then proposed the next meeting of the 
(full) NEC be held May l4th and 15th (i960). There was 
no objection to this proposal. 

Meeting adjourned.

On 4/1/60, NY 1750-S* furnished iuformation 
regarding a conversation wnich vjas neld between PHIL 
and CONNIE BART at their residence at 2415 Newkirk 
Avenue, Brooklyn, NY. Among tae matters discussed 
were t*:e following. 

PHIL BART discussed the National Committee 
meeting of the CP, USA which had been held in Chicago the 
previous week. He described the meeting as being very- 
nice and the accomodations and arrangements as excellent. 
He said that there had been an ample supply of coffee and 
food and on Saturday evening there had been eight different 
social parties given for members of the National Committee.. 
He said that there had been about 200 people at these 
various parties and that all of the leadership of the 
CP had been very enthused about this reception. 

CONNIE asked PHIL about how his report to 
the meeting had been received and ne commented that it 
hadn't gone too well.

He said that HEALY "had to 
he elected/ 1 CONNIE then asked him how many persons from 
New York were on the Executive Committee and he commented 
only one. She then asked if there was still going to be 
a Secretariat and he answered that there would be no. 
change. She asked if he were to be a member of the 
Secretariat. He answered that he wouldn ! t but that he 
would continue to attend its meetings. 

PHIL then commented that he had been at CLAUDE 
LIGHTP00T 1 s house one night to a meeting and that in 
his estimation LIGHTF00T is really "the" Negro leader 
in Chicago and that he is recognized as such. He said 
that BEN DAVIS couldn*t come close to LIGHTP00T in that 
respect. He commented that CLAUDE should move from where 
he is and get a new place with some new furniture befitting 
his statue as a Party leader in Chicago. 

BART continued that while in Chicago he had 
spent some time with JACK KLING and that the KLINGs are 
moving to a larger apartment about the 15th of the month. 
He said he had also spoken to LIL (GREEN) and that he had 
also seen the CHILDS brothers in their office the previous 
day^ 

He continued that he had gone to Pittsburgh 
yesterday morning and had intended to spend more time 
there hadn*t because there was nothing he could do. 
He said he had spent the afternoon with BEN CARRUTHERS „ 
He commented that he hadn't been able to get any worjc 
done yesterday in Pittsburgh but that he was going back 
there for four days at the end of April and then for three 
days to Cleveland. 

BART then mentioned CARRUTHERS again and advised 
that he is 70 years old and is only getting $65.00 a month 
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from social security. He said that CARRUTHERS is selling 
on the side and he owns a house. He said that CARRUTHERS 
is presently divorced and that his ex-wife lives in an 
apartment (possibly in his house). 

The BARTs were joined later in the evening by 
CONNIE WEISS, Kings County CP member, and they discussed 
various aspects of CP activity. During the conversation 
PHIL remarked that he felt regular full-time CP functionaries 
should return to shop work every few years. He said he 
felt that- such work would help them and would also benefit 
the CP* later during the conversation regarding his 
activities in Chicago, he commented that JACK KLING was 
moving to a new six-room apartment in the same area and 
that EARL DURHAM lives in an apartment project . He also 
commented that while in Chicago he had spoken to RAY 
TILLMAN, the organizer of the packing house workers in 
Chicago, He said TILLMAN had mentioned to him that some 
apartment projects in Chicago actually have quotas for 
Negroes.

PART I 

ALBEHBSXM,. WILLIAM 

ALBERTS ON represents the MY District oh the' National 
Committee (NC). ALBERTS ON continues as the Organizational 
Secretary of the NY District CP. He attended the NC meeting 
held in Chicago 3/25-27/60, and has attended all NY District 
Staff Board meetings during the past month. At the NY 
District CP Committee meeting held 4/8-10/SO, at NYC, 
ALBERTS ON gave a report on Party Organization. He continues 
to be active in gtouth work and teaches a class at the 
Faculty of Social Science. Recently ALBERTS ON, who continues 
to be a supporter of the EUGENE DENNIS faction, has complained 
to DENNIS that the factional situation in the NY District has 
'not been solved and that the BEN DAtfis forces within the NY 
District are still continuing to act as they did before the 
Conventions. ALBERTS ON had stated to DENNIS that this 
situation cannot continue as it has for the past two years 
and that it must be brought to a head soon. 
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APTHEKER, HERBERT 



APTHEKER is an at large member of the NC. In 
February, i960, WILLIAM Z. POSTER stated that he had recom- 
mended APTHEKER as a potential writer for a new Soviet 
journal of the Soviet Academy of Science, called, "New and 
Contemporary History". 

During the week, of 3/28/60, APTHEKER delivered 
lectures at the University of Wisconsin, Iowa and Pennsylvania. 
He regularly delivers lectures at the Faculty of Social 
Science and continues as editor of "Political Affairs" and 
is also a contributing editor to "Mainstream". He is not 
known to adhere to any one faction in the CP, USA. 

AUERBACH , SOLOMON 

AUERBACH is an at large member of the NC. He is 
commonly known as JAMES ALLEN. He is a member of the 
National Education Committee and is managing editor of the 
International Publishers Company, Incorporated. During 
February, i960, AUERBACH criticized the Declaration of Aims 
and Tasks that was presented to the 17th National Convention 
J h f CP > USA * He su SSested that it be revised and re-pre- 
sented to the party leadership. In connection with this 
AUERBACH was elected one of a committee of three responsible 
for the preparation of a redraft of the Declaration. 

™. Recently certain CP functionaries from the National 

S£;^ T C T ® made known that they would like to oust ALEXANDER 

TRACHTENBERG as head of the International Publichers Company, 
and substitute AUERBACH as head of that organization. 

BART, PHILIP 

4- u ^ ^ m ??^i s an at large member °f the NC. He continues 
to hold the title of National Organization Secretary and is 
a member of the newly formed' National Organization Bureau of

the CP. He is also a member of the CP, USA National Educa- 
tion Commission. He recently indicated that he wouldn't 
mind at all if CP National Headquarters moved to Chicago 
but that he didn't think such a move would accomplish anything. 
In the past BART has been considered a "Middle of the Roader" 
insofar as factionalism is concerned. 

BERT, ERIC 

BERT is an at large member of the N8. He is a 
member of the CP, USA Farm Commission and attends meetings 
of the NY State CP Board and the State Committee. Although 
he declined nomination for membership on the NY State Com- 
mittee at the reconvened session of the NY State CP Conven- 
tion held 1/8-9/60, he has been described in the past by 
EUGENE DENNIS as one of the three individuals actually putting 
out "The Worker". It was decided at a meeting of CP function- 
aries in December, 1959, that ERIC BERT should remain as 
managing editor of that publication. On 3/24/60, BERT 
along with JAMES JACKSON and SAM KUSHNER were scheduled to 
meet in Chicago to make final aaaj^ngements for the planned 
publication of the Midwest Edition of "The Worker" to start 
5/1/60. BERT also attended the Chicago NC meeting and 
acted as chairman of the morning session on 3/26/60. 

BERT is not known to belong to any faction of the 

CP, USA. 
BLAIR, FRED 

BLAIR represents the Wisconsin District on the NC. 
He is chairman of the CP of Wisconsin and operates Mary's 
Book Store, 530 West Street, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. BLAIR 
recently, during a report on the 17th National Convention, 
stated that he felt the Convention was united on the 
question of peace and unity with the CP.. He also remarked 
that the more he reads about the National Convention the 
more he realizes what a tremendous convention it was. 
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BLAIR continues to align himself factionally 
with the policies and pronouncements of GUS HALL. 

BLUM, EMANUEL 

BLUM represents the Indiana District on the NC 
and is chairman of the Indiana Party. While furnishing a 
report to Indiana Party leaders concerning the 17th National 
Convention of the Party, BLUM placed the blame on CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT and SAM KUSHNER for leading attempts which were 
made at the Convention to replace BLUM on the NC with 
another representative of the Indiana Party. BLUM said the 
actions of LIGHTPOOT and KUSHNER resulted from their resents 
ment about his opposition to the policies of JOHN GATES 
during the period of the l6th National Convention until 
GATES left the Party in January, 1958. BLUM indicated prior 
to the NC meeting in Chicago that he would be a candidate 
for the new National Executive Committee. It is noted that 
BLUM failed to be elected to the Committee at the NC meeting. 

In the past BLUM has aligned himself with the 
left wing element of the CP, USA. 

BURNHAM, LOUIS 

LOUIS BURNHAM, who had been elected to the NC 
at the 17th CP* USA National Convention under the name 
P. FRAZIER* suffered a heart attack and died on 2/12/60. 

CHAKA, EDWARD 

CHAKA represents the Ohio District on the NC. He 
served as chairman of the Ohio State CP Convention held 
during Janaury, i960. On 2/6/60, CHAKA attended a meeting at 
Chicago, Illinois, of the NC members who reside in the 
Midwest. He was Recently characterized as a real die hard 
Communist whose counsel was sought at the 17th National 
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Convention by various CP national leaders. It was aaid 
that he was never opposed to any policies of the USSR and 
is one cf the better apologists for the Soviet Union's 
brutality against opposition* His views on religion are 
the same as all other Communists, but he will not hesitate 
to use hypocracy in this regard in order to further the 
cause of world Communism. 

CHAKA*s main interest appears to be in trade 
union activity mainly the steel industry, an$ &e «&ryes.as 
a member of the National Steel Commission CP, USA. CHAKA 
is not known to have aligned himself with any factional 
group within the CP. 

CHASE, HOMER 

CHASE represents the New England District on the 
NC. Pie continues to be employed on a full-time basis as 
District Organizer, CP, USA, New England District. He has 
been characterised as being illiterate and has been 
characterized by GTJS HALL for pursuing a "wrong line" to 
wit: "That the qold war is over and that the Party T s main 
task is to work for peace and that the ant i -monopoly 
coalition is out of date." CHASE continues to clash with 
most of the New England District leadership over this 
question. He was incensed over the fact that ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN had nominated OTIS HOOD to represent the New 
England District at the 17th National Convention , It was 
CHASE ! s intention that FLYNN made this nomination even 
though she was aware that the New England convention had 
nominated him unanimously for this position. 

CHILDS, MORRIS 

CHILDS represents the Mis sour i-Kansaa District 
on the NC. He was elected to the NC at the 17th National 
Convention under the name C. MARTIN. After occupying key 
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leadership positions in the Party from 1931 until 19^7* 
CHILDS was forced into inactivity by illness. In the early 
1950s, after his health began to improve , CHILDS again 
became active in the Party and has played a role in national 
and local party leadership for the past several years. In 
early 1959 he and JAMES JACKSON served as representatives of 
the American Party at the 21st Congress of the CPSU. 

CHILDS was elected to the new State Committee of 
the Illinois CP at the Illinois State Convention during 
January, i960. At a meeting of national party leaders in 
NYC in early February, I960, CHILDS was extremely critical 
of BEN DAVIS charging that DAVIS believes everyone wrong 
who does not agree with him. He continues to support the 
policies of EUGENE DENNIS and CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT in the 
Illinois Party leadership and his relationship with BEN 
DAVES has not improved. 

COLON, JESUS 

COLON is an at large member of the NC. He con- 
tinues to write a column in "The Worker" and deliver 
lectures at the Faculty of Social Science. He also con- 
tinues to be active In CP matters which give particular 
attention to Puerto Rican affairs. He attended the Chicago 
National Committee meeting during March, i960. 

COLON has not aligned himself with any one faction 
within the CP, USA» 

CRENOVICH, MICHAEL AARON 

CRENOVICH represents the NY District on the NC. 
He was elected to the NY" State Board from the Industrial 
Division, At the Chicago National Committee 
meuetlgg during M^arc-h, 19<$0v OREN0VXCH

criticized the present composition of the NC in that it 
lacked Spanish speaking members* It was reported when GUS 
HALL heard this he made the comment that CRENOVTCH "h^s to 
go". Both JACK STACHEL and JIM JACKSON voiced their 
suspicion about CKENOVICH following his remark at the NC 
meeting* 

CKENOVICH continues to align himself with the 
leftist element in the NY State District, 

DAVIS 3 BENJAMIN J » 

DAVIS is an at large member of the NC. He 
relinquished his title of CP, USA NY District Chairman, 
following his selection for the post of National Secretary 
CP j USA at the 17th National Convention. At the March 
NC meeting in Chicago DAVIS was one of those elected to 
the National Executive Committee (NEC) • He is presently- 
preparing to travel to Seattle., Los Angeles and San 
Francisco during the latter part of April, I960, for the 
purpose of delivering May Day speeches in these cities. 
He continues to wheel powerful influence in the NY State 
Organization and is aligned against EUGENE DENNIS # 

DAVIS, SAMUEL KRASS 

DAVIS represents the Minnesota-Dakotas District 
on the NC. DAVIS, former Acting Secretary of the Minnesota- 
Dakotas District, was elected Secretary for that District at 
the 2/20/60, District Convention of the CP, MDD* During 
the past 60-day period, DAVIS has been extremely active 
in implementing the line of the 17th National Convention 
and continues to support and carry all the dictates and 
policies of the National Office of the C?. Following his 
return from the 17th National Convention DAVIS has become 
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an increasingly more powerful figure in the District, whose 
authority clearly supersedes that of CLARENCE SHARP, former 
NC member or any other individual within the District. 

Her personally worked out the i960 budget for 
the .CP, MDD and M this connection proposed that his 
weekly sa&ary be raised from $25 to $50 while CLARENCE 
SHARP be given only $25 per week. DAVIS has been successful 
in reactivating a number of CP members in the Deluth- 
Iron Range area in Minnesota during the past few months and 
through Us efforts a large CP club has been established in 
the Deluth Minnesota area. 

There has been no evidence of open factionalism 
between DAVIS and other leaders in the District, however, 
he has recently complained of being overburdened with 
organizational tasks and feels that someone other than 
himself should assume the responsibility of treasurer, . 

DENNIS, EUGENE 

DENNIS is an at large member of the NC. He holds 
the position of chairman of the CP, USA and is a member of 
the five-man Secretariat as well as a three-man Committee 
responsible for the preparation of a redraft on the Declara- 
tion of Party Aims. On 3/21/60, DENNIS was stricken with 
a severe heart attack and has been confined to his apart- 
ment since that time. It will be necessary for DENNIS 
to have a blood test every ten days for the remainder of 
his life to insure that his blood is sufficiently thin to 
pass through his restricted blood vessels caused by 
arteriosclerosis. It was agreed upon that DENNIS' true 
condition would not be made known at the NC meeting in 
Chicago other than that he was not well enough to make 
the trip. DENNIS was elected to the NEC at the Chicago 
meeting and Party officials including GUS HALL are 
undecided whether to have DENNIS take a medical leave of 
absence from his Party duties. 
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DENNIS continues to align himself against BEN 
DAVIS and the leftist elements of the NY State District 
and has expressed his feelings that GUS HALL is trying 
to relegate him to a secondary position in the Party. 

DENNIS, THOMAS DEWITT JR . 

DENNIS was re-elected a member of the NC repre- 
senting the Michigan CP District. He was elected to the 
new 23 member Michigan State Committee at the Michigan 
CP State Convention held 1/30-31/60. At the first meeting 
of the newly formed State Committee on 2/19/60, DENNIS 
was elected by acclamation to the position of State 
Executive Secretary. DENNIS will have to take over many 
of CARL WINTER'S Michigan activities in view of WINTER'S 
new position on the Midwest Regional Committee. DENNIS 
continues to maintain membership, organization and funds 
data for the Michigan CP District. In the past DENNIS has 
pursued a "Middle of the Road" course in his CP activities. 

DOBBSj BEN 

DOBBS was re-elected as an at large member of 
the NC. At the 2/5/60, Convention of the Southern 
California CP District DOBBS was elected Executive 
Secretary and also a member of the District Board. In 
the past DOBBS has been mindful of the deep inroads made 
into the SCDCP by Negro comrades, but has not openly 
opposed their progress in the Party. DOBBS reportedly 
will continue his special interests which include "keeping 
eye" on money coming into SCDCP and "People's World" 
and is interested in the labor movement. 

DOBBS continues to be a "Middle of the Roader" 
in his factional activities. 
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FLYNN, ELIZABETH GUKLEY 

FLYNN was re-elected as an at large member of 
the NC and given the title of Vice-chairman CP, USA. 
In addition she continues as a columnist for "The Worker". 
She has spent considerable time in working for amnesty in 
behalf . of Smith Act prisoners and is presently looking 
forward to her trip to the International Women's Con- 
ference scheduled for Copenhagen, Denmark, 4/21/60, and 
her subsequent trip to the Soviet Union and other socialist 
countries including possibly China. FLYNN expects to be 
treated royally by the Russians and plans to be gone from 
this country for a minimum of three months. When told that 
WILLIAM Z„ FOSTER wished to see her prior to her departure, 
FLYNN commented that she did not intend to be a "political 
messenger boy" for the likes of POSTER. 

FLYNN was elected to the NEC at the Chicago NC 
meeting and continues to follow a "Middle of the Road" 
course insofar as factionalism is concerned. She also 
continues to be vitally opposed to policies of BEN DAVIS 
for whom she has an intense dislike. 

FRIEDLANDERj MIRIAM 

FRIEDLANDER is a newly elected member of the 
NC representing the NY District. She continues as a 
full time CP employee holding the position of Bronx County 
Organizer. She continues to be active in all phases of 
Bronx County CP activity attending meetings of the Bronx 
County CP Committee and also appearing at meetings of 
various Bronx CP sections and clubs. She has been char- 
acterized in the past as being a listening post for 
BEN DAVIS and his NY State group, 
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GERS ON, SIMON 

GERSON was re-elected as an at large member of 
the NC. He holds no specific office in the Party but has 
been active in amnesty activities in behalf of .HENRY 
WINSTON serving as an advisor and contact concerning 
press and radio activities undea?taken by the Party in the 
WINSTON campaign. He takes little or no part in CP acti- 
vities on a national level although he did attend the 
recent Chicago NC meeting. As an employee of Aft on Tours 
he has arranged for reservations and tours of various 
CP functionaries traveling to Europe. 

GERSON has not aligned himself with any faction 

of the CP. 

GREEN j JACOB 

GREEN is a newly elected member of the NC 
representing the Maryland-DC District. He is vitally 
interested in Negro activities locally and has indicated 
that he desires less intellectual and more class leader- 
ship in the CP. 

GREEN continues to be in agreement with GEORGE 
MEYERS in backing the EUGENE DENNIS group and will undoubtedly 
follow the thinking of GUS HALL. 

HAALAND, NORMAN 

HAALAND was re-elected as a member of the NC 
representing the Oregon District where he is State Chairman 
of the Oregon State CP. In the past he has stressed 
support for the CASTRO regime in Cuba and has complained 
of disunity and lack of cooperation among CP members and 
leaders . 
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HALL, FLORA 

HALL was re-elected as a member of the NC 
representing the Illinois District. In January, I960, 
she assumed the job of a full time functionary for the 
Illinois CP and was elected to the Secretariat of the 
Illinois Party as well as being named Organization Secretary. 
In February, i960, HALL was re-elected to the Illinois 
State Board. She has complained of being frustrated in 
her work and feels that she has not been getting the 
opportunity to handle a lot of problems in which she feels 
she should be involved. 

HALL has not been an adherent of a particular factional 
group although she has expressed dissatisfaction with 
some of the policies of the national leadership. 

HALL, GUS 

HALL was re-elected as an at large member of the 
NC and given the title of General Secretary CP, USA in 
which position he is the leading functionary in the CP, USA 
and as such will take an important part in all phases of 
CP activity. He is a member of the five-man Secretariat 
and was elected to the NEC at the Chicago NC meeting. 
HALL continues to spend the greater share of his time 
at CP Headquarters, NYC, and locally resides at the Chelsea 
Hotel. 

HALL appeared before the Senate Internal Security 
Sub-Committee, Washington, D, C., on 2/3/60, where a 
hearing xvas being held regarding current CP activities. He 
refused to answer questions regarding the CP invoking 
the First and Fifth Amendments. HALL is presently con- 
sidering the question of whether EUGENE DENNIS should be 
given a medical leave or absence from the Party. 
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HAtL 'has not been identified with any factional 
group within the CP and has repeatedly spoken against 
factionalista stating it is the responsibility of the 
leadership to eradicate factionalism in the Party. 

HATH AWAY j CLARENCE 

HATHAWAY is a newly elected at large member of 
the NC and was named Chairman of the NY District CP in 
January, i960. HATHAWAY has had strong trade union ties 
leading back as early as 1923 when he was Vice-President 
of the American Federation of Labor. He was reported 
to have been expelled from the CP in 19^1 for violation 
of rules of personal conduct and returned to the CP in 
Minnesota in 1949. He is a close friend of WILLIAM Z. 
FOSTER who described him as a "Comintern Man.. 11 HATHAWAY 
was brought back to the NY District as a compromise * 
candidate to replace BEN DAVIS and attempt to mend strife 
within the NY District. 

HATHAWAY was elected to the NEC at the March 
NC meeting in Chicago. 

HEi&EY, DOROTHY 

HEALEY was re-elected as a member of the NC 
representing the Southern California District. During the 
January, i960, SCDCP Convention HEALEY completely reversed 
herself and agreed to succeed herself as Chairman of the 
District. There is still a certain amount of opposition 
to HEALEY in the District as evidenced by the fact that 
BILL TAYLOR, her only opposition for Chairman, polled 
approximately one-third of the vote. 
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HEALEY appears to have taken a position somewhat 
right of center insofar as her relationship with the 
National Office is concerned . She remains unpredictable, 
however, and can "be expected to continue to dissent and 
criticize various aspects of CP national policy. She 
was elected to the NEC at the Chicago NC meeting only- 
after considerable argument' on the matter following 
which she was added to the original list of NEC nominees. 

JACKS ON j JAMES E. 

JACKSON was re-elected as an at .large member of 
the NC and given the title of National Secretary for 
the South and member on the five -man CP* USA Secretariat*. 'During 
the recent past period JACKSON has functioned almost 
exclusively in his position as editor-in-chief of 
"The Worker". As a member of the five-man Secretariat 
of the CP., USA he has attended virtually all meetings 
of the Secretariat. He was elected to the NEC at the 
Chicago meeting. 

JACKSON'S most noteworthy contribution during 
recent months was a trip he and JOE NORTH took to Richmond, 
Virginia, to view first-hand the racial demonstrations 
taking place there. The results of this trip have been 
published in "The Worker" and JACKSON personally has 
given reports on the trip itself. JACKSON has been con- 
sidered a "Middle of the Roader" and he usually follows 
the lead of EUGENE DENNIS . He has been at odds with 
BEN DAVIS on most aspects of Party work. 

JOHNSON^ ARNOLD 

JOHNSON is an at large member of the NC and 
holds the position of Vice-Chariman of the NY State CP. 
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He continues to be active in legislative work for the 
Party., peace work and May Day. preparations . He was backed 
by BEN DAVIS for the NY State Chairmanship, but lost 
out to the compromise candidate CLARENCE JiATHAWAY. 

JOHNSON is considered to be a follower of 
the BEN DAVIS faction. 

KRCHMAREK,, ANTHONY 

KRCHMAREK was re-elected a member of the NC 
representing the Ohio District. In January, i960, KRCHMAREK 
stated that the leadership of GUS HALL will become stronger. 
During February I960, KRCHMAREK was appointed to serve 
on the four-man Secretariat of the Midwest Regional 
Committee CP, USA, He has taken active part in industrial 
matters particularly in regard to the steel workers 
within his District . He was elected to the NEC at the 
March NC meeting in Chicago. 

KRCHMAREK continues to favor the left faction 
group and is a strong supporter of GUS HALL. 

KUSHNER, SAM 

KUSHNER was re-elected as a member of the NC 
representing the Illinois District. KUSHNER attended 
the National Convention as a delegate only after being 
placed in nomination by CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT and other Illinois 
Party leaders who pursuaded one of the successful 
nominees to withd^w. KUSHNER was reported as emotionally 
shaken and on the verge of tears at the time he was 
defeated on the original vote by the delegation. 
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KDSHNER " was re-elected to the Illinois 
State Committee at the second session of the Illinois 
Convention and was also elected to the Pour-Man Secretariat 
of the Illinois Party. At the present time he is 
occupying himself primarily with his work as Midwest 
Editor of "The Worker" and expects to be named Editor 
of the new Midwest Edition of that paper scheduled to be 
published in May, i960. Because of his work in this 
field he told delegates at the Illinois Convention that 
he would probably be less active in the day to day leader- 
ship of the Party. After several years of complaints and 
criticism by other Illinois Party leaders the almost 
exclusive control of EHSHNER over the industrial sections' 
of the Illinois Party has been reduced under a new organi- 
zational plan which will divide responsibility between 
KB3HMS& FLO HALL and JAMES WEST. 

KUSHNER has not been a supporter of any 
factional viewpoint but in the recent past has indicated 
that he believes that the supporters of the left wing 
viewpoint within the Illinois Party are responsible for 
many of his problems. 

LIGHTFOOT, CLAUDE 

LIGHTPOOT was re-elected as a member of the NC 
representing the Illinois District. In addition he was 
elected as Vice-Chairman of the CP, USA at the National 
Convention. He delivered the main report on the resolu- 
tion on the Negro question at the Convention and his speech 
was reportedly very well received. He was successful in 
bringing about unity in the Committee which prepared this 
resolution in spite of considerable controversy which was 
mainly attributed to the supporters of the left wing 
viewpoint . 
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LIGHTPOOT was re-elected to the State Committee 
and was re-elected as Chairman of the Illinois CP. In 
addition he was also re-elected to the Illinois State 
Board and has been added to the payroll of the National 
Office CP, USA, In additon to his national post as 
Vice-Cha.irman he also has been serving as Secretary

She reportedly is planning to 
embark upon a six week tour of foreign travel which will 
include the International Women's Conference at Copenhagen, 
Denmark, 4/21/60. She may also include Russia and 
other Eastern European countries in her schedule. 
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LIGHTFOOT has not been identified as a supporter 
of either the right wing or left wing viewpoint in 
internal party discussions. 

LIMA, ALBERT '* MICKEY " 

LIMA xvas re-elected a member of the NC repre- 
senting the Northern California District. In the recent 
past he has been giving special attention to the Party 
youth program as a means of strengthening the organiza- 
tion. 

At a special meeting of the Northern California 
CP leadership on the factional problem held on 2/12/60, 
LIMA supported the policy adopted at the 17th National 
Convention, which has been promoted by GUS HALL to rid the 
Party of factionalism. He made an admission of having 
been a part of the right wing faction and advocated the 
reinstatement of two left factionalists without censure 
of discipline. 

LIMA was named to the NEC at the March NC 
meeting at Chicago. 

LUMER, HYMAN 

LUMER was re-elected an at large member of the 
NC and given the title of National Educational Secretary 
and named to membership on the Five-Man Secretariat at 
the 17th National Convention. He is also responsible 
for the CP, USA youth program and does a great deal on 
speaking, writing and .editing for the .Party and his 
duties frequently take him to different parts of the 
country. He was elected to the NEC at the Chicago NC 
during March, I960. 
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Although he has been quite friendly with GUS 
HALL in the past, LUMER has shown signs of diff erring 
with some of HALL'S policies. 

MC ADORY3 MILDRED (EDELMAN ) 

MC ADORY was re-elected as an at large member 
of the NC and is a member of the Harlem Regional Committee 
of the OP. In addition she is a member of the National 
Negro Commission and the NY State CP Committee. 

MC ADORY has aligned herself with BEN DAVIS 
in the struggle within the NY State CP. 

MEYERS , GEORGE 

MEYERS was re-elected as an at large member of 
the NC. He has been active in the Maryland District of 
the CP and has stated his preference of having GUS HALL 
run the CP rather than EUGENE DENNIS since he feels 
DENNIS has a tendency to shy away from problems and avoid 
disagreement. MgVERS was elected to the NEC at the 
March, I960, NC meeting in Chicago. 

MITCHELL,, CHARLENE 

MITCHELL was re-elected a member of the NC 
representing the Southern California District. Due to 
her ill health (bleeding ulcers) and possibly her age, 
29 years , MITCHELL was not reappointed as Chairman of 
the Youth Commission, SCDCP, after the SCDCP convention 
in January, i960. She was elected to the District Board 
but without a definite position. She has announced that 
she is too old for the Youth Club and is transferring 
her attention to other interests. She is presently on 
a three-months 1 leave of absence from the CP because of 
her health and has applied for a passport to visit Prance 
and Italy although she actually intends to go to the 
Soviet Union to obtain medical treatment. 
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MITCHELL has at times violently disagreed with 
the national leadership in their attitude toward the 
Negro problem and although she has been the most 
extreme left wing member of the NC in Los Angeles,, it 
now appears likely that she will have little influence 
in the SCDCP because of her enforced inactivity. 

NABRIED, THOMAS 

NABRIED was re-elected a member of the NC 
representing the Eastern Pennsylvania and Delaware CP 
District. He continues as District Chairman CPEPD and 
is the only full-time employee in that District. He is try 
ing'to follow through with the programs of the CP national 
office after reorganizing the District leadership at 
the second half of the CPEPD District Convention., but 
progress has been slow. 

In the past NABRIED has aligned himself with 
the left of center group of factional struggles within 
the Party. He is a Negro nationalist and his main 
interest has been in Negro affairs. 

NELSON j, BURT GALE 

NELSON represents the Northwest CP District on 
the NC. NELSON has indicated that he was offered the 
position of National CP Labor Secretary but that - 
he was not interested in moving to NY. He also indi- 
cated that he would be unhappy if he was not selected as 
a member of the NEC at the March NC meeting. It is noted 
that while NELSON attended this meeting he failed to be 
elected to that position. 

In the past NELSON has been described as a 
"Middle of the Roader" and it has been reported that both 
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he and GUS HALL are closely aligned politically and see 
eye to eye as far as the National CP scene is concerned.

PERRY was re-elected a member at large to the 
NO. In the past PERRY 1 s main interest was the Negro 
question and at the National Convention he was the spokesman 
for the left faction who criticized the report on the 
Negro question. He has stated that he Is not satisfied 
with the Negro Resolution as passed at the National Con- 
vention. 

PERRY was elected Chairman of the Minorities 
Commission of the Executive Board SCDCP and as such 
will undoubtedly spend the greater portion of his time 
and energy in controlling the Negro Commission. 

PERRY continues to side xvith CHARLENE MITCHELL 
In opposition to BEN DOBBS and DOROTHY HEALEY on questions 
concerning Party policy. In the past he has aligned himself 
with leftist elements in the Party. 

POTASH, IRVING 

POTASH is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the position of Labor Secretary USA. It was recently 
learned that he was desirous of obtaining employment 
outside the CP and that in the event he leaves the labor post, 
he' would -still remain as a •fiiertiber' of the CP Trade Union 
Commission. On 1/12/60, it was learned that POTASH would 
continue as Labor Secretary for the time being as GUS 
HALL had decided that he could not perform the tasks of Labor 
Secretary and General Secretary CP, USA.

His major field of 
Party activity is in youth work and he has. been quoted 
as stating that the Party must place additional emphasis 
on the recruiting of young people. QUEEN supports the 
policies of the Illinois Party leadership and there is 
no information to indicate that he had either been closely 
associated with the supporters of the "right wing or left 
wing viewpoints. 

R ICHMOND, AL 

RICHMOND was re-elected as an at large member 
of the NC. The suit to revoke the citizenship of 
RICHMOND was recently dismissed by United States District 
Judge LOUIS E. GOODMAN which decision is being appealed by 
the government. As Editor of the "People's World" 
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RICHMOND is planning a trip to Cuba in April or May, 
I960, for the purpose of giving a first-hand report on 
the political situation. RICHMOND has exhibited 
unresolved doubts regarding Soviet policies concerning 
the Russian Jewish colons'-. 

RICHMOND has been subject to recent criticism 
for his role as Editor of "People's World" by individuals 
who considered the present content and policies of the 
paper to be "Non-Marxist". He has in the past been 
associated with the right wing faction. 

ROBES ON 3 PAUL JR . 

ROBESON is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District. He was elected a member of the NY 
State Committee representing the Harlem Region of the 
CP and holds the position of Educational Director of the 
Harlem Region of the CP. In addition he is a member of 
the National Education Committee of the CP, USA and con- 
tinues to be most active in matters dealing with racial 
discrimination. 

ROBESON has been aligned with the left wing 
faction of the Par$y and has been engaged in an argument" 
with EvELYN WIENER, Chairman of the NY County Committee of 
the CP, over the way the Party is handling the Negro 
question, 

ROSENBLUTH, NAT 

ROSENBLUTH is a member of the NC representing the 
NY District. He attends biweekly meetings of the CP 
Industrial Division Council and periodic meetings of the 
Garment Region CP. ROSENBLUTH, however, continues to 
remain relatively inactive in Party affairs and is not 
known to be aligned with any particular faction. 
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RUBIN, MORTIMER DANIEL 

RUBIN is a newly elected at large member of the 
NC representing Youth at the 17th National Convention. 
In early January, i960., RUBIN was offered the position of 
CP, USA National Youth Secretary and accepted it. At 
that time he indicated he xvas to take over this work 
and move to NYC by 4/1/60. RUBIN appears to devote his 
entire energy to the CP and follows the dictates of the 
CP National leadership. He has been described as an 
ardent Marxist who is devoid of any sense of humor. He 
has been criticized in the past for relying on his own 
judgement in handling problems rather than obtaining 
collective judgements. He is not aligned with any 
faction at the present time. 

STACHEL, JACOB 

STACHEL is an at large member of the NC and 
in addition he is a member of the National Organization 
Bureau and National Groups Committee.

In the recent past TOOHEY has expressed difficulty in 
obtaining the cooperation from members of the State Board 
of the New Jersey District and has threatened to resign 
as Chairman of the New Jersey District. In the past 
TOOHEY has aligned himself with the "Middle of the Road 
faction of the CP and has gone along with the policies 
of EUGENE DENNIS. 



TORMEY, BETTY GANNETT 

TORMEY is a newly elected member of the NC 
representing the NY District, In addition she is a member 
of the NY District Committee , Education Director of the 
NY District and a member of the State Board for that 
District. She recently has been made a member of the Educa 
tion Committee of the CP, USA National Organization and 
is currently on the payroll of the NY State CP. In 
addition she has conducted classes' on Marxism at the 
Faculty of Social Science and has been active with regard 
to the HENRY WINSTON amnesty campaign. TORMEY is a 
member of the anti^DAVTS faction of the NY District. 
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TORMEY, JAMES 

TORMEY is a newly elected member of the NC 
representing the NY District. He holds the title of 
Kings County CP Organizer and is a member of the NY 
State CP Committee and the Kings County Staff Board 
and Committee. TORMEY has aligned himself against the 
forces of BEN DAVIS within the NY State CP. 

WEINSTOCK, LOUIS 

WEINSTOCK is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District and is also on the NY State CP Committee 
and Board* Effective 3/l/ 6 °> He became General Manager 
of "The Worker" and in addition instructs at the Faculty 
of Social Science on trade union matters. In a recent 
speech he indicated he was working toward the re-establish- 
ment of the "Daily Worker".. He traveled to Miami, Florida, 
and Cuba during the early part of February to raise funds 
for Communist publications and later in the month traveled 
to Los Angeles for the same purpose. 

WEINSTOCK has not openly been involved in any 
factional struggle but his support has always been with 
the leaders of the left wing of the Party. 

WEST, JgMES 

WEST was elected a member of the NC representing 
the Illinois District and was more recently re-elected 
to the State Committee of the Illinois CP and named 
Executive Secretary of the Illinois Party as well as a 
member of the Secretariat. In addition he was named to 
the Illinois State Board of the CP. He is credited by 
many Party leaders for pulling the Illinois Party together 
in an organizational sense and has handled a large majority 
of the administrative details connected with the operations 
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of the Illinois CP. In discussions with supporters of 
the left wing viewpoint within the Illinois District 
WEST has made clear to these individuals that they will 
be expected to accept the line and policies of the 17th 
National Convention and that any further activities of 
a factional nature on their part will result in severe 
disciplinary action by the leadership. It is noted that on 
2/15/60 * the United States Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati .rejected the appeal of WEST and others who were 
convicted in January, .1958., for conspiracy in connection 
with the filing of a non-Communist affidavit under the 
Taft-Hartley Act. It has been indicated that the 
defendants in this case will demand a rehearing before 
this court and are willing to carry their appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court if necessary. 

WHEELER, JUANITA 

WHEELER is a newly elected member of the NC 
representing the Northern California District, She has 
been employed at the "People's WorlcJ" newspaper for the 
past ten years handling both circulation work and the 
switchboard. During the recent National Convention she 
was on the Women *s Committee and gave the Committee report 
at a general session of the Convention in which she 
emphasized the problem against women of minority groups. 
WHEELER is interested in Negro matters and was impressed 
over the Election of twelve to fourteen Negroes out of a 
total of 60 members elected to the NC. 

WHEELER is not engaged in any factional conflicts 
although her Party friends and associates would be 
described as members of the right wing. 

WINTER, CARL 

WINTER was re-elected a member of the NC repre- 
senting the Michigan District. He continues as the Chairman 
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of the Michigan CP District and also instructs a group 
of teenagers in a course in "Political Economy 11 . He 
reported that the CP has emerged from the 17th " 
Convention a more united and vigorous group having rid 
itself of factionalism, left-sectarianism and certain 
revisionists tendencies. WINTER was one of 23 elected 
to the new State Committee. Following a meeting of NC 
members from the Midwest in February, i960, WINTER was 
designated Chairman of the Midwest Regional Committee 
of NC members^ At the March, i960, NC meeting WINTER 
was elected to the NEC. 

In the past WINTER has spent considerable time 
with GUS HALL and it is believed that he and HALL will 
have a much closer relationship than WINTER had with 
EUGENE DENNIS . 

WINTER, HELEN ALLISON 

WINTER is a newly elected at large member of the 
NC and works full time at Global Books , Detroit, which 
store specializes in CP type literature *' WINTER was 
elected to the new 23 member Michigan CP State Committee 
and continues to be active day by day in all of the affairs 
of the Michigan CP. She has also been very active in fund 
raising and other activities in behalf of HENRY WINSTON. 
WINTER follows a "Middle of the Road" course the same as 
her husband CARL WINTER. 

PART II 

Factional struggles in the Party on both a local 
and national level during the past six months continued 
to revolve around the problem of leadership as well as 
clashes in personalities. The following is a summary of 
such disputes in various districts no£ on a national 
level: 
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HOMER BATES CHASE of the New England District 
has clashed with most of the District leadership whom 
he has termed to he "Revisionist". He has taken parti- 
cular issue with long time Party leaders and has succeeded 
in splitting the only District Committee in the New 
England area over his stand that the Cold War is over 
and the Party's main task is to work for peace. CHASE 
has carried on a running battle with ELIZABETH GURLEY 
PLYNN because FLYNN had nominated OTIS HOOD for the 
position of representative from the New England District 
to the 17th National Convention, CHASE contends that 
PLYNN nominated HOOD even though she knew that the New 
England Convention had nominated him unanimously. 

In an open CP meeting held in Oregon and chaired 
by NORMAN HAALAND, CLARENCE HATHAWAY spoke dft Party .policy and th 
Ctonwdn*3W8v He also made reference to a local situation 
and suggested a certain course of action for the local 
CP to follow. His suggestion precipitated disagreement : 
and arguement among some of the CP members including 
the Oregon State CP Organizer who strongly opposed his 
point of view. Both HAALAND and HATHAWAY were displeased 
with the open objection voiced by the State Organizer. 

FRED BLAIR presently feels that JOHN GILMAN, 
a member of the Wisconsin State Committee of the CP,, 
is a very difficult person to deal with due to his 
tremendous egotism. 

In the Southern California District PETTIS 
PERRY and CHARLENE MITCHELL continued to be sided together 
in opposition to BEN DOBBS and DOROTHY HEALEY. 

It is noted that SIMON GERSON failed to be 
elected to the NY State CP largely due to the fact that 
BEN DAVIS and his supporters exert control over State 
matters, in this regard it is noted that DA1TCS for a 
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period of time made attempts to retain the post of NY 
State Chairman "but was finally prevented from doing so by 
various CP leaders including GUS HALL who told him that 
he cannot hold that post in addition to being National 
Secretary of the CP, USA* PAVIS supported ARNOLD 
JOHNSON for the State chairmanship while the anti-DAVIS 
forces considered selecting ELIZABETH GURLEJY PLYNN for 
that position. After much discussion and argument* 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY was finally selected as a compromise 
candidate for the post. 

Since the 17th National Convention EUGENE 
DENNIS has expressed concern over being relegated to 
a secondary position beneath GUS HALL 0 Attempts are 
presently being made by several members of the National 
Office to see that DENNIS is given a medical leave of 
absence due to his recent heart attack. There is belief 
in some quarters that if PUS HALL agrees with this 
step there will be no question but that DENNIS has been 
"shelved" so to speak. 

At ijhe March, I960, NC meeting in Chicago a 
controversy over the fact that DOROTHY HEALEY 

had not been included on the newly formed NEC. One of 
the reasons supposedly given for her omission was the 
extra expense involved in her travel to future NEC 
meetings as well as the fact that certain national 
leaders felt that if HEALEY was included on the NEC 
that ESRT NELSON would also have to be included which 
they bitterly opposed. After considerable discussion 
it was agreed that HEALEY would be added to the NEC. 

There has also been certain resentment by 
members of the CP National Office towards the attitude 
of EDNA WINSTON in that she has been acting independently 
in the fight to gain a medical parole for her husband 
HENRY WINSTON following a brain tumor operation. Several 
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leaders have expressed concern over the fact that EDNA 
has refused to account for any funds received through 
the mails in behalf of her husband and the fact that 
on several occasions she has asked the CP not to make 
a public issue over her husband's case. 

PART III 

It has been reported that THOMAS NABRIEHJaas 
had no rec ent merital riffs with his consort \ I

GUS HALL acted as Chairman of the meeting and 
before announcing the agenda, made several preliminary 
comments. He said that DOROTHY HEALEY of the Los Angeles 
district had notified the CP National Office that the 
"Peoples World Forum" was considering inviting ALEXANDER 
BITTELMAN to deliver a lecture to the Forum. HALL said 
this would be inadvisable. A vote was taken on the 
matter, and it was decided that BITTELMAN should not be 
invited to give the said lecture. 



HALL noted that the American Civil Liberties 



Union would hold a convention in Chicago during May, i960. 
He urged that contact be made with people who would attend 
the said convention. 



He stated that the national magazine "Business 



Week" and some newspapers had published articles to the 
effect that the CP was responsible for dynamiting newspaper • 
trucks in Portland, Oregon. Letters will be sent by the CP 
to the magazine and newspapers, demanding retraction of" this 
lie", and if such retraction be not forthcoming, these 
publications will be sued for libel by the CP. 
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HALL announced the agenda as follows: 

(l) New Jersey district 

£2) Methods of work and leadership 

(3) The date of the next NEC meeting 

(4) "Going away" party for ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 

New Jersey District 

HALL announced that IRVING GOFF, now in the 
Los Angeles district, was being invited to assume a 
leadership post in New Jersey, probably the post -of 
Executive Secretary, PAT TOOHEY remaining as Chairman. 
TOOHEY complained that he had learned of this invitation 
to GOFP from sources other than the National Office, 
and said he felt that the National Office functionaries 
should discuss such matters with the New Jersey CP leadership. 
He suggested that the national leadership attend a New Jersey 
State committee meeting on 4/24/60. 

TOOHEY noted that at the time of the l6th CP 
Convention, there were twelve full time functionaries in 
New Jersey and a CP membership of 600, Since then, however, 
there has been a "systematic dissolution" of the Party in 
New Jersey. New Jersey CP leaders such as LOTTIE GORDON, 
WALTER BARRY, and JOE BRANDT detest one another. BRANDT 
does not pay dues and has been inactive for years. GORDON 
has been inactive since last November. 

TOOHEY stated that a "stool pigeon" (name not 
disclosed) had been discovered on the district board. He 
said also that the Right Wing is still organized in New 
Jersey, and that during the past year, ALEXANDER BITTELMAN 
had held three meetings in New Jersey. The Right Wing had 
given BITTELMAN $500.00 to help defray the expenses of 
publishing BITTELMAN ' s book. 

After TOOHEY further complained about lack of 
support of the New Jersey CP leadership by the National 
leadership, it was decided that representatives of the 
National leadership should attend the New Jersey State 
Committee meeting on 4/24/60. It was also decided that it 
would be a good idea for PAT TOOHEY to continue as New 
Jersey CP State Chairman, Also, it was decided that IRVING

GOFP should be brought to New Jersey, and that this matter 
should be discussed with the New Jersey CP leaderships 

Methods of Work and Leadership 

GUS HALL said that to meet new developments in 
the country, there was need to raise the standards of 
work and leadership . In that connection, he would discuss: 

(l) the relationship of the top leadership to the 

lower echelons of the Party 
£2} long range work 

(3) factionalism 

(4) how to have discussion in leadership without 
tension, 

HALL said a new relationship between Party 
leaders and membership is developing . The membership is 
abandoning the syndicalist concept of leadership, that is, 
that there need be no respect for leadership* The CP 
leadership now is receiving respect from the membership, 

HALL said that as far as he was concerned, the top 
CP leadership had a duty to be interested in all levels of 
CP activity, and a corresponding right to interfere in all 
such operations if need therefor should arise. 

He noted that since the last National Convention > 
leadership in the various state organizations had been 
elected with the assistance of the national leadership. He 
said it was now the duty of the National leadership to support 
the leadership in the various states, and to add to the 
prestige of such states 1 leadership. 

HALL stated that unless a representative of a 
state organization should be present, the National Office 
should not listen to a complaint regarding a state 
organization. The National Office must cease to be "a 
wailing wall" for the disgruntled. The National Office 
should refer to the state organization all complaints 
concerning said state organization. If such procedure should 
prove to be ineffective, the complaint could be represented 
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to the National Office, with a member of the state 
organization present. Under no circumstances should 
the National Office disrupt the state organizations, 

Long-Range Work 

HALL said that now since there is agreement 
in the CP with respect to general policy, long-range 
planning is possible. It is necessary to have a 
comprehensive plan for political action and to develop 
a long-range outlook. There must be no " Jumping-bean" 
activity for the purpose of solving immediate problems. 
The emphasis must be on long-range planning, and the Party 
no longer can be "easy-going" and placid. 

Factionalism 

HALL stated that our "enemy* s" (FBI) main purpose 
is to create disruption in the Party, which has facts to 
prove this charge. The enemy must not be underestimated. 
It uses CP factionalism to its own advantage, and constantly 
is interfering In the affairs of the Party. Factionalism 
in the Party has been used by the enemy to undermine the 
prestige of EUGENE DENNIS. The enemy has tremendous 
resources, and the Party must make it impossible for the 
enemy to use CP factionalism to Its advantage. 

Factionalism is now a thing of the past. There 
is no necessity for an honest CP member to engage in 
factional disputes, and henceforth if any one does, he will 
be considered to be working in behalf of the enemy. There 
will be no more" free-sledding" for the enemy. The Party 
no longer will be passive, but will ferret out the spies in 
the organization. This may lead to charges that a 
"bureaucratic atmosphere" is being created in the Party, 
but it is imperative that the membership learn the difference 
between constructive and destructive criticism. 
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Tension 

HALL said that the Party must learn the art of 
self-control* It must "be able to engage in discussions 
without "bitterness and tension, which affect the health 
of the comrades and the general political situation ♦ 
Those of the leaders who spent time in prison leaded the 
meaning of self-control. 

Leadership by "exhortation and bombast" is 
to be condemned. Leadership must resolve ideological 
differences by convincing the opposition with carefully 
prepared arguments* Leadership occasionally "should 
look back over its shoulder" to see whether the membership 
is following . 

HALL, before concluding, returned to the 
subject of factionalism. He said it is the "too3: ff of the 
FBI, and that , some day there would be a discussion of the 
FBI. He repeated that it was imperative that it be 
made impossible for the FBI to disrupt the Party. He 
noted that it had been reported by the New Jersey CP that 
15 CP members had been approached by the FBI. From now 
on, he said, the CP will publicize these approaches, 
and will castigate the FBI* 

According to the informant, when GUS HALL 
concluded his remarks, almost everyone present made some 
comments on the matters mentioned by HALL, and all were 
in substantial agreement with him. 

NEC Meeting 

It was decided that the next NEC meeting should 
be held in NYC on 5/l4 and 15/60. 

It was also decided that there should be a 
national farm conference on 5/28 and 29/60, but there was 
no decision as to where this conference should be held. 
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South African Situation 

JAMES JACKSON discussed the South African 
situation and emphasized the necessity of the Party's 
utilizing every means possible to discredit the South 
African Government. He stated that there would be four 
meetings in Harlem for the purpose of protesting the 
situation in South Africa. 

Following the Secretariat meeting, there was a 
party for ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, who is about to go to 
the Copenhagen Conference and then to Moscow.

The following are general observations made at the 
March 25-27, i960, National Committee (NO) meeting of the CP, 
USA, held in Chicago, Illinois. 

In the discussion on the election of the CP National 
Executive Committee (NEC) during this meeting, there was con- 
siderable "backdoor dickering. " A recommendation was made to 
have the NEC consist of 17 members. Many of the NC members 
were against this, arguing that it made the NEC too large and 
that of the 17 nominated for the NEC, there were many who did 
not belong there. Some speakers pointed out that there was 
only one woman among these 17, Elisabeth Gurley Flynn. Flynn 
in turn objected, stating that she was too old for the necessary 
activity needed to carry out her duties on the NEC. 

Another speaker pointed out that while there were 
four Negro women on the NC, not one was considered for the NEC. 

There were many remarks suggesting improvement in 
the quality of the NEC in dropping many of those proposed. 
Krchmarek offered to resign from the NEC to make room for an 
additional woman or a Negro woman and he indicated that he 
preferred that Dorothy Healey be elected to the NEC. He pointed

out that she was from the second largest Party district and 
leaving her off could start a factional fight in California 
against present leadership. 

Gus Hall stated that Healey was not proposed to the 
NEC because of the lack of funds in the Party. He said that 
the NEC will meet every eight weeks in New York City, and the 
cost of transporting Mickey Lima from San Francisco and Dorothy 
Healey from Los Angeles would be prohibited. 

At this point Hall stated that none of the usual 
sources of funds (probably referring to Party angels) were 
available to the Party at this time. He told of the difficulties 
encountered on a day-to-day basis to raise funds even in small 
amounts. He made a public admission that the only source of 
funds for the Party at this time is the dues system. (Numerous 
NC members commented among themselves as to the source of the 
$6,000 raised to meet the cost of this present NC meeting.) 

Hall stated that if the NC proposes members of the 
NEC from all parts cf the country, they must be responsible for 
the expense thus incurred and he suggested that maybe the 
NC itself should take full financial responsibility. 

Carl Winter literally took the proposed NEC apart. He 
said it did not effect good leadership, but Just honored a number

of people who have no relationship to the work of the CP. He 
proposed that the NEC consist of 12 members, five officers, 
four regional directors and three members to handle special 
fields such as Negro , trade union, etc. All these members 
would act as department heads responsible toward their specific 
work. He said they would not be a bunch of elder statesmen. 
They would not just sit and talk and theorize. 

Winter stated that he did not want to serve on the 
NEC and asked why he should go to New York. He said he was not 
kept up-to-date on what the day-to-day leadership of the Party 
was doing and was relegated to a position of just sitting and 
voting on what they had proposed. In this position he took the 
responsibility for what other people were doing. 

Winter also pointed out that the present NC is a 
bunch of old people and that the proposed NEC contained no one 
from youth. 

Hall became incensed at Krchmarek and Winter. He 
charged them with making irresponsible statements and having 
an irresponsible attitude with regard to their not wanting to 
serve. He did not, however, budge from the proposed nominees 
to the NEC.

Talk on the MEG continued until adjournment on 

Saturday, Marcy 26, i960. Hall then proposed that the "meeting 

adjourn and that the five officers of the Party, plus Krchmarek, 

Hjealey and Winter meet to discuss the NEC ruminations that

On Sunday, the only change noted was the proposal 
to increase the NEC to 18 by adding Dorothy Healey. No Negro 
woman was included on the NEC nor was a youth. On the nomination 
of the youth, Hall stated that D^nny Rubin was quite young to 
be on the NC and should not be on the NEG until he had proved 
himself. 

During the course of the above discussion, Fred 
Bla.ir brought up the point of the election of Eugene Dennis 
to the NEC. He pointed put that Dennis is sick and it appears 
he will remain sick for some time. He said that people should 
not be put on the NEC simply to honor them and he proposed that 
Dennis be replaced. 

Phil Bapt expressed dissatisfaction with the nomination 
of George Meyers to the NEC pointing out that he was from an 
unimportant district.

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Elizabeth Gurley Flynn spoke and said she should %ot 
be on the NEC (many agreed) since she does not participate in 
CP leadership and attends no meetings except the enlarged ones. 

Around the NEC election there is considerable dis- 
satisfaction and it is expected this leadership will be changed 
as time goes on. 

In the course of this NC meeting, numerous reports were 

made on the Negro ■ Question by Claude Lightfoot, Ben Davis and 

the 

James Jackson. It appears that/Davis report was considered the 
main one. The emphasis in all three reports was on the racial 
situation and the feeling was that every effort should be made 
by the Party to exploit this situation. A Negro Commission has 
apparently been established and while no names of members of 
this commission were mentioned, it appears that Lightfoot is 
Chairman and Pettis Perry is Secretary. 

Davis, in his Negro report, called for all districts 
to republish in full or in special form the previously published 
statements of the NC, particularly on the section on the Negro 
upsurge. This statement was circulated to NC members some time 
in the middle of March, i960. Davis called for the development 
of a movement to collect money for the sitdown demonstrators in 
the South. He said there will be a conference oh Negro work 
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where the role of the CP will be taken up in detail. The 

Party must be on top of the Negro struggle and must not be 

afraid of getting into it. He said "our lagging on this is 

one of the heritages of revisionism and must be overcome . " 

He called for the boycotting of products from South Africa and 

urged that much be made of the South African situation by setting 

up united front committees, etc. He called for the development 

of the campaign on Henry Winston to its fullest extent pointing 

out it is no longer a legal issue, but part of the whole Negro 

struggle. He said the Party must prepare immediately for the 
National 

NAAQP/Oonvention in St. Paul. He said Party instructions will 
be sent out on this and that we must try to get Party and pro- 
Party people elected as delegates to this convention. 

He called for full support and attention to the 
National Negro Labor Congress in Detroit in May. He said that 
work on this is lagging and that efforts are needed to over- 
come the opposition of Reuther and Meany. He pointed out that 
in the call for the National Negro Labor Congress, there have 
appeared an unfortunate paragraph or two on red baiting and 
anti-Communism. He said that these paragraphs were sneaked into 
the call by Trotskyites, especially by Max Shachtman. He cautioned

that the Party should not make any issue of this and at the 
National Negro Labor Congress the Party should not make any 
reference to anti-Communism, red baiting and the like so as not 
to fall victim to any group ready to "take us on," 

In the course of the discussion held at the National 
Committee meeting on the i960 elections, no decision was made 
as to whether or not the CP would put forth a presidential 
and vice-presidential candidate. The majority of those present 
did not approve of this idea, calling it unrealistic.

GUS HALL acted as chairman and proposed that ' 
on May 10, an enlarged meeting of the Trade Union Commission 
would be held at which IRVING POTASH will present a trade 
union report* 

BY LUMER next gave a report on his recent 
trip to the Midwest stating that in Ohio he spent a good 
part of the time with comrades, discussing work problems 
and ideological questions* LUMER stated that one acute 
problem which exists in most of the areas is the problem 
of attention to organizational detail i He said that in Detroit < 
Michigan, a reorganization of leadership is taking place 
and a reorganizational committee has been set up to 
reorganize the leadership, with specific people being 
responsible for certain aspects of the work; 



• 
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GUS HALL, in introducing the question of peace 
for discussion, stated that there has been a tremendous 
response along this line from former Party members; 

BEN DAVIS, Jr; spoke and referred to the recent 
British demonstration against nuclear arms and said that 
the Party must examine the elements which made that 
demonstration such a success in order to bring about a similar 
demonstration in the US, DAVIS said that there is a feeling 
in the US against nuclear bombs on the part of Quakers, 
churches and the labor movement, but there is nothing that, 
ties them together; DAVIS said that the Party lias to do 
something to bring about a unification of these groups i 
He noted that after the convention of the Canadian Party, 
TIM BUCK made a tour of the country on peace and nuclear 
armaments and the Canadian Party has been able to hold 
demonstrations on peace and as a result were able to secure 
an audience with Prime Minister (JOHN) DIEFENBAKER concerning 
the position of the Party on armaments ; 

IRVING POTASH stated that the rally at 
Madison Square Garden (May 19, i960) should become the 
rallying point for a demonstration similar to the recent 
one in England. He said that the Madison Square rally 
should be the central objective of our Party in NYC, and all 
Party activity, including May Day, should become stepping stones 
for mobilising the garden demonstration; POTASH stated that 
the Party should organize committees in communities, women* s 
groups, youth groups, and veterans 1 organizations; 

WILL WEINSTONE agreed with POTASH and said 
that the Madison Square Garden rally should be the central task 
of the Party; He said the success of the recent British 
demonstration was brought about throiigh the unified action 
of the left and center groups, pacifist groups, left trade 
unions, and the British Peace Council; He said that the 
Party must avoid playing into the hands of the right elements 
within the Sane Nuclear Movement; WEINSTONE suggested that 
consideration should be given to the establishing of an American 
Peace Council as an instrumentality through which the Party and 
the left forces can work; 

PHIL BART stated that the Party should begin to 
evaluate the various forces in the Sane Nuclear Movement; 
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The individual believed to be MORRIS CHILDS 
commented briefly regarding participating in demonstrations 
with other groups -and cautioned that the Party must 
not create the impression that it is trying to take 
something over. BILL ALBERTSON spoke and requested 
that he be allowed to make four proposals without any 
discussion. He proposed the following: 

lo That the Party have a discussion regarding 
the Socialist Party after their National Convention which 
he said is scheduled for the end of May. He said "they" 
(Socialist Party?) are giving "us" new troubles not only 
in Sans, but also in the youth movement. 

2. The Party should take a real serious look 

at Sane's Political Action Committee and their perspective 
with regard to the I960 elections. 

3. Following the labor conference, the Party 
should take a look at what could be stimulated within the 
labor movement in regard to peace* 

4. Stimulate discussion with two or three 
peace organizations for some kind of joint action. 

PHIL BART next indicated that a (farm?) conference 
should be organized on May 28th and 29'bh. He recommended 
possibly Chicago or Minneapolis as a possible site for this 
conference. He also recommended that a committee be set 
up with PAT TOOHSY placed in charge of organizing the 
conference. Following discussion on this proposal, GTJS HALL 
commented that they should write to Minnesota to See if they 
could find a place for this conference. 

PHIL B.AET nerb read a letter from HARRY HAYWOOD , 
in which HAYWOOD requested re-admission to the Party. In 
the letter HAYWOOD stated that he accepts the general / 
line of the 17th National Convention. f 
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Informant advised that general discussion 
followed regarding HAYWOOD 1 s letter and WILL WETNSTONE 
stated that it should not be accepted on that basis* 
JAMES JACKSON said he would prefer to table the question 
until BEN (DAVIS ) went to Los Angeles fcnd spoke to 
HAYWOOD. BEN DAVIS stated that the comrades were setting 
up a double standard regarding their attitude towards 
comrades who were on the left or on the right „ He said 
that such a double standard should not be allowed to 
exist in the Party. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON stated that any person coming 
back to the Party should not just stand on the side lines 
and be a critic, but rather should participate in help 
building the Party. 

GTJS HALL, said that In Chicago, he had some 
private discussions regarding "some of these people" in 
the Twilight Zone. HALL felt that the Party is now in a 
position where they should demand more and ask more questions v - 
He agreed with JIM (JACKSON* s) proposal saying that BEN 
(DAVIS) should meet with HARRY (HAYWOOD) when he goes to 
Los Angeles. 

Considerable discussion followed regarding 
HARRY HAYWOOD, An individual believed to be MORRIS CHILDS 
favored securing a detailed statement from HAYWOOD which 
would present "some clarification politically* " BEN DAVIS 
commented that the validity of the position of Party 
leadership has yet to be established* He said that he agrees 
with the Party resolution which classifies the right danger 
as the m&Xrx danger, but he personally Is not convinced 
that the Party understands this fact„ He called upon the 
Party leadership to exhibit a cei'bain tolerence with 
regard to mistakes in the Party,, He said he disagrees 
with the manner in which DOROTHY (HEALEY), the state 
leadership, and the Los Angeles leadership handled their 
problem of (resignations?). DAVIS said that people have 
been excelled from the Party for errors that the Party 
itself has not yet fully evaluated. JACK STACHEL said 
it was good that HAYWOOD wants to rejoin the Party, however, 
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he cautioned that BEN DAVIS should discuss with HAYWOOD 
the necessity of procuring a written document frvm 
HAYWOOD setting forth his position. HY LIMfrR also favored 
securing a statement from HAYWOOD stating that part of the 
Party line he accepts. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE stated that "correct" action" 
must be taken with regard to HAYWOOD and (ALEICA-m^ER) 
BITTELMAN. He said the Party cannot take a strong position 
on Factionalism and then the following week "open' the 
door." PHIL BART next delivered a budget report s but due 
to the added security of the blackboard this information 
was not available to the informant.

It has been learned that MORRIS CHILDS has been 
asked to send a message to. the Communist Party (CP) of the 
Soviet Union to the effect that EPSTEIN plans to visit Russia, 
Further, that EPSTEIN has been FOSTER'S personal physician 
for many years. Also, that FOSTER believes that he will not 
be able to make a trip to the Soviet Union, Therefore, 
EPSTEIN would like to consult with the physicians who invited 
FOSTER to the Soviet Union in order to ascertain what plans 
they had for the treatment of FOSTER. Thus, the CP, USA, 
would like the CP of the Soviet Union to treat EPSTEIN with 
respect and furnish him. with the medical information he -seeks. 

It was further learned that ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG 
requested that MORRIS CHILDS obtain $2500 of the funds for 
International Publishers and TRACHTENBERG Which were received 
•'from abroad" and Which are in the possession of JACK CHILDS. 
TRACHTENBERG said that he would give some or all of this 
money to WILLlAH Z. FOSTER so that FOSTER could pay a long 
standing bill for services rendered by EPSTEIN, in order to 
permit EPSTEIN to make the contemplated trip to the Soviet 
Union. 

It is understood that MORRIS CHILDS complied' with this 
request from TRACHTENBERG for $2500.

Information in the past, orally advised SA JOSEPH E. SPIVEY 
that a meeting of the Youth Club, Communist party of Eastern 
Pennsylvania and Delaware (CPEPD) , was held on the evening 
of l|/2Ij./60 at 5027 Germantown Avenue, Philadelphia, with 
COS HALL and PHIL BART in attendance, 

HALL arrived late in company with the youth Club 
Executive Committee 0 He stated he had been briefed on the 
activities of the Youth Club over the past two years and was 
very pleased with the results achieved to date. He was also 
pleased to learn of the activities and high ideological level 
of the Youth Club*, 
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HALL described the CPEPD Youth Club as better 
than any other CP youth group in this country* HALL 
related that Seattle has been claiming it had the only 
socialist youth organization in the United States but HALL 
was glad to learn of the Socialist youth Union of Philadelphia 
(Characterization attached) which proved Seattle to be wrong. 

HALL attributed the success of the CPEPD Youth Club 
to the following: 

1* The District Leadership in Philadelphia 

has a policy of non-interference with youth 
work* 

Z. The educational level of the Youth Club is 

high and the club consistently has educationals 
at club meetings and has placed emphasis on 
Marx 1st -Leninist education© 

3o There is no Factionalism in the Philadelphia 
Youth Club. 

HALL proposed that the Philadelphia Youth Club reor- 
ganize its educational schedules for the spring of I960 in order 
to include educationals on the new book entitled "'Foundations 
of Leninism*" He explained that this book was written and 
translated in the Soviet Union; however, he said it was 
translated quickly so it could not be considered official or 
exact* The book was described as being much more up to date than 
prior publications as it dealt with the struggles against 
Fascism, the united front,, and monopoly capitalism* HALL 
said the Youth Club Executive Committee had told him of their 
mass lK'irlc in the Y 1 s (YMCA, YWCA* YMHA, YWHA) peace work and 
the NAACP, all of which he described as very good* He said 
he had heard no mention made of mass work in trade unions* 
He instructed the y*nth Club to put more emphasis on work in 
trade unions but warned against using a mechanical approach* 

HALL posed the question of where the party could 
draw cafee from* He said there was great unrest on the college 
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campuses and the party should draw cadre from this source. 
Through Marxist~Leninist Education, HALL stated these 
young intellectuals would learn respect for and devotion 
to the working class* 

When HALL learned there was no mass work in 
church groups, he expressed surprise and suggested the 
Executive Committee of the Youth Club should consider placing 
club members in the various church groups in Philadelphia and 
specified the unitarian and Quaker Churches, He was informed 
there was no active Unitarian Church in the area of Philadelphia
